Tue Ramsays were a characteristic race. They 

essessed Scottish ability and Scottish energy, 
and reaped the results of the true Scottish 
application of both. When we say “the 
Ramsays,” we allude to the poet, to his son 
Allan, the painter, and to the painter’s son 
General Ramsay—the last of whom still sur- 
vives in the memory of many by whom he was 
known and honoured. Here were three men 
of mark, the first of whom was only a wig-maker 
before he was a poet! Old Allan, however, was 
not the first clever man of his family. Born in 
1685, when James the Second was king, his 
father was an intelligent superintendent of the 
Earl of Hopetoun’s mines, who thought it only 
natural that Allan should be educated at his 
parish school. He lost both parents early, but 
his mother had married again after his father’s 
death, and Allan’s stepfather, asking the lad 
what he desired to be, and receiving for answer, 
“an artist,” replied, ‘‘ very good,” and put him 
apprentice to a barber and wig-maker. Scottish 
courage sustained the boy. When he became 
his own master, he flung wigs and lather into 
the streets of Edinburgh, and began life as a 
small bookseller. But he wrote, as well as 
sold, books, and the collection of Songs named 
above was Allan’s first brilliant success, Allan 
dedicated it 

To ilka lovely British lass, 
From Ladies Charlotte, Anne, and Jean, 
Down to ilk bonny singing Bess, 
Who dances barefoot on the green. 

In the Preface to the edition of which Mr. 
Crum has published a reprint, Allan, with 
justifiable pride, remarked that ‘this four- 
teenth edition in a few years (1724), and a 
generalydemand for the book by persons of all 
ranks, wherever our language is understood, 
is a sure evidence of its being acceptable.” 
His friend, Dr. Bannerman, wrote to him, from 
America— 

Not only do your lays o’er Britain flow, 

Round all the globe your happy sonnets go: 

Here thy soft verses, made to a Scottish air, 

Are often sung by our Virginian fair. 

Camilla’s warbling notes are heard no more, 

But yield to “ Last time I came o’er the moor.” 

Hydaspes and Rinaldo both give way 

To ‘Mary Scott,’ ‘ Tweedside,’ and ‘ Mary Gray.’ 

Allan wrote songs to tunes easily caught by 
the uneducated ear; thence arose their popu- 
larity. In this Miscellany, sixty of the lays 
are his own. About thirty “were done by 
some ingenious young gentlemen,” and “the 
rest are such old verses as have been done 
time out of mind, and only wanted to be 
cleared from the dross of blundering tran- 
scribers and printers, such as ‘The Gaberlun- 
zieman,’ ‘Muirland Willy,’ &c., that claim 
their place in our collection for their merry 
images of low character.” The success that 
resulted gave rise to plunderers, plagiarists, 
and imitators, but Allan Ramsay maintained 
his supremacy. He boasts that he had taken 
care “that the modest voice and ear of the 
fair singer might meet with no affront, the 
ohief bent of all my studies being to gain their 





good graces ; and it shall always be my care 
to ward off those frowns that would prove 
mortal to my muse.” This was written in 
1724, and we will only remark that it took 
a good deal to ruffle the sense of pro- 
priety at that time; and also, that many 
words which were not considered unrefined 
then are words which are not to be pronounced 
now to ears polite. It is further worthy of 
being noted that the tunes are not all Scottish. 
*‘Lochabar no more” is set to ‘ Limerick’s 
Lament,” that most touching of dirges, earlier 
known as “King James’s March to Ireland.” 
Again, the poet does not always keep to the 
heather or the tea-table ; mythological beings 
sometimes hover about his braes and bowers. 
Besides, not a few of the songs are mere 
re-castings of older songs, and the re-casting 
does not ring like the true, and rough, but pure 
metal. Ramsay’s “Lang Syne” is inferior to 
the original “‘Old Lang Syne”; whereas Burns’s 
“ Auld Lang Syne” is infinitely superior. And 
Burns’s criticism on Ramsay’s “The last time 
I cam’ o’er the muir,” is perfectly just as 
regards that song, and similar judgment 
might be pronounced on other songs by 
Ramsay. “The first lines of this song, and 
several others in it, are beautiful; but, in 
my opinion,—pardon me, revered shade of 
Ramsay!—the song is unworthy of the divine 
air.” The truth is, that Burns and Nature 
pretty well effaced the revered Ramsay. 
Nevertheless, “‘ Bessy Bell and Mary Gray,” 
“Bonnie Chirsty,” ‘‘Gin ye meet a bonnie 
lassie,” ‘‘ I'll never leave thee,” “ Mary Scott, 
the flower of Yarrow,” “Owen Bogie,” ‘ The 
lass o’ Patie’s Mill,” “‘ Widow, are ye waukin?” 
are, amongst others, favourable specimens of 
Ramsay’s quality as a poet, or of his taste and 
judgment as an adapter. His fame, however, 
will always rest upon his ‘ Gentle Shepherd.’ 
Here, simplicity and Nature, shrewdness and 
humour, are never lost sight of, and many of 
the lines have become familiar quotations. 
Neither Ramsay’s Fables, nor, indeed, any of 
his other works, will enjoy the permanent fame 
of his ‘ Gentle Shepherd.’ 

As this reproduction of lyrics brings Ramsay 
afresh, as it were, before the public, let us 
notice that he has merits less acknowledged, 
because less known, as a reformer and “mover 
on” in social progress. Ramsay built the 
first edifice worthy of being called a theatre in 
Edinburgh, and that at a period when ministers 
deterred those who had an inclination to go to 
it by declaring that they would withhold the 
administration of the Sacrament from all 
playgoers. Ramsay persisted, wrote prologues 
to the plays acted, and established the first 
circulating library in Edinburgh, for the 
express purpose of lending out plays to read 
at a low price. When the authorities were on 
the point of demanding that he should give 
up his list of subscribers, he burnt his 
books and snapped his fingers at them. 

Let us add a word of Ramsay’s noble son, 
Allan the younger. The latter was born in 
1713, and grew up at the side of the poet 
and bookseller, in his struggling, yet not 
unhappy days, in the Niddry Wynd. When 
the son declared he would be an artist, the 
father gave him every facility. In i736 old 
Allan wrote to Smibert, the painter, “ My son 
Allan has been pursuing his science since he 
was a dozen years auld ; was with Mr. Hyffidy, 
in London, for some time, about two years 





ago; has since been painting here like a 
Raphael ; sets out for the seat of the Beast, 
beyond the Alps, within a month hence, to be 
away two years. I’m sweer (loth) to part 
with him, but canna stem the current which 
flows from the advice of his patrons and his 
own inclination.” In the poet-bookseller’s 
shop, where some of the choicest of the Edin- 
burgh spirits used to “ foregather” daily, the 
news of the painter’s progress to greatness in 
his art was discussed, to the great delight 
of the painter’s proud father. The younger 
Allan was one of the most esteemed painters 
in London in the year his father, the poet, 
died, in 1758. In the following year, 1759, 
Walpole bore brilliant testimony to the merits 
of Allan Ramsay the younger, both as a writer 
and as a painter. Reynolds and Ramsay are 
described by him as two of the best painters 
England ever had: Reynolds conspicuous for 
his boldness, vigorous colouring, grace and 
dignity; Ramsay, for his delicacy. ‘“ Mr. 
Reynolds,” says Walpole, “seldom succeeds 
in women; Mr. Ramsay is formed to paint 
them.” 

When sixteen years had passed away, Wal- 
pole’s tone changed. In 1775, he bethought 
himself that Ramsay was only a Scotsman, 
and being so the painter excited the malevo- 
lence of Walpole, who accused him of having 
been a Jacobite, and of having joined the 
rebels, though he arrived too late to take an 
active part against King George. Walpole 
was delighted to say thus much against the 
“ King’s painter,” whom he charged with 
anonymously writing political letters and 
assigning the authorship to distinguished 
noblemen. Churchill lampooned both son and 
sire, painter and poet. “Thence,” he says, 
meaning from Scotland,— 

‘Thence came the Ramsays, name of worthy note, 
Of whom one paints as well as t’ other wrote.” 

It was sufficient that Ramsay was a Scot, 
more than sufficient that he was patronized by 
Bute, for Walpole, who consequently attacked 
him. Ramsay was portrait-painter to the court, 
was a personal favourite of the King, painted 
pictures in the sovereign’s private drawing- 
room, and sat down in His Majesty’s dining- 
room to finish the boiled mutton and turnips 
which King George had left! These favours, 
with the additional one of his being entrusted 
with the crown jewels and regalia at his own 
house when he was finishing the portrait of 
Queen Charlotte,—with a guard around his 
house, more for security than honour’s sake,— 
these favours excited the scorn of Walpole. That 
affected scorn does not touch Ramsay’s renown. 
As an artist, he painted with such skill as to 
stimulate the fears and exertions of Reynolds. 
For the wealth and reputation which came of 
his industry, Hogarth is said to have hated 
him. But Dr. Johnson praised him for the 
grace and instructiveness of his conversation ; 
and Sir Joshua generously confessed that 
Ramsay was one of the most distinguished 
artists of the day. Even Walpole has testified 
that if Ramsay was not “first rate,” it was 
not for want of genius, but of subjects. 
Northcote assigned to him on one occasion 
praise which he had refused to Vandyke ; 
and Fuseli has alluded admiringly to his 
love of classic lore, his genius, and his 
learning. His visits to Italy were made for 
the sake of improvement in Art; but even 
there he boldly asserted the merit of the 
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English school of painters. In his leisure 
hours Ramsay was a general writer. History, 
politics, criticism, and the exposure 
individual imposition occupied his time. 
was so fond of learning that, like Cato, 
he mastered Greek in his old age. His 
humanity was not a theory, but was carried 
into action; and he was a thoroughly sober 
man, a “teetotaller” in fact, when to be 
sober as a rule exposed a man to ridicule and 
reproach. Ramsay was, in every sense of 
the word, a “noble fellow.” Out of the 
fruits of his industry he paid his father’s 
debts (his father was a poet), and provided 
for his family and kinsfolk. He was not one 
of those great geniuses who spend all they earn 
upon themselves, and who leave their wives 
and families to the eleemosynary mercies of 
the public. He was an honest man, and he 
died, as an honest father deserved to do, in the 
arms of a gallant son, afterwards Major-General 
Ramsay, in the year 1784. 

Poet, painter, and soldier, they were, all 
three, an honour to their country. The soldier’s 
merit lay in an unostentatious performance of 
his duty. ‘The quality of the painter may be 
easily seen in his royal portraits at Kensington ; 
and this reprint of the lyrics shows that the 
poet, who began life as a barber, still speaks 
through his old songs, as well asin his ‘ Gentle 
Shepherd,’ to those who love unpretending lays 
and verses which run rather on modest, than 
on lofty, rhymes. 








A Personal History of the Horse Guards, from 
1750 to 1872. By J. H. Stocqueler. 
(Hurst & Blackett.) 


WE are much disappointed with this book. ‘A 
Personal History of the Horse Guards’ contains 
little which is new to the military public, and 
scarcely anything which could not be gleaned 
from an almanac and half-a-dozen old Army 
Lists. It is simply a dry record of facts, which 
any one might, by spending a couple of hours 
in the library of the Royal United Service 
Institution, have collected for himself. A better 
theme for a military writer really able and 
painstaking there could hardly be; for the 
different Commanders-in-Chief during the last 
century have been for the most part men of 
some note, and a personal history of them and 
the principal officers of their staff would have 
thrown light on the history of the British 
Army, and cleared up many matters which 
remain shrouded in darkness, Mr. Stocqueler 
has done little more than give us a list of the 
officers who have presided at the head-quarters 
of the Army, and a few ill-considered opinions 
of his own on their general characters and dis- 
positions. We do not hesitate to say that the 
book is an utter and disereditable failure. The 
least we had a right to expect from the author 
was, that his bald facts should have been 
accurately stated ; but even in this respect, he 
has laid himself open to criticism. He asserts 
that the building called the Horse Guards was 
finished, all but the dome and the turret, in 
1750: he has anticipated the date by three 
years, He speaks of the Guard which mounted 
there as being composed of the Household 
Cavalry, and says that its movements were 
regulated by the Gold Stick. By using the 
word ‘‘movements,” he would lead civilians to 
imagine that the Guard, instead of being a 
stationary body, was a patrol. As to the Gold 
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He | 





Stick, his duty was, and is, to act as the medium 
through which the orders of the sovereign in 
respect to the Household Cavalry generally are 
conveyed, and he never was a mere superinten- 
dent of the Guard mounting parade. Mr. Stoc- 
queler does not mention the Infantry Guard, 
which has always been posted at the Horse 
Guards. Again, he informs us that the 
command of the army abroad was, in 1762, 
in the hands of the Duke of Cumberland. 
It is notorious that the Duke resigned 
all his military appointments in 1757, 
and never performed any military duties after 
that date. But what are we to expect when 
we find that, according to Mr. Stocqueler, 
Lord Raglan “was obliged to relinquish the 
command of the besieging army before the 
object of the allies had been attained. He, 
accordingly, returned home, but only to die.” 
It is unnecessary after this to cite any more 
examples of the shameful inaccuracies on the 
subject of the sketches of the different eminent 
officers connected with the Horse Guards with 
which this book is filled. Of other blemishes 
we shall give a few examples. According to 
the author, the Duke of Wellington confined 
his patronage almost exclusively to the Tory 
aristocracy and his own family connexions. 
An assertion of this sort cannot, without 
entering into tedious detail, be formally 
disproved; but we have no hesitation in 
saying that it is untrue, as any one can, by 
consulting old Army Lists, satisfy himself. Mr. 
Stocequeler’s one instance in support of his 
accusation is that Sir De Lacy Evans “was 
passed over sixteen times when there was a 
Coloneley to give away.” Now Sir De Lacy 
only became a Major-General in 1846, so that 
at the date of the Duke’s death, in 1852, he 
could not have possessed sufficient seniority 
to have been passed over sixteen times, if at 
all. Throughout, however, Mr. Stocqueler’s 
political and personal likes and dislikes 
obtrude themselves and influence his pen: e.¢., 
he speaks of “the acidity” of Sir Charles 
Yorke, whereas Sir Charles, though somewhat 
hasty and irritable, was notoriously a most 
kind-hearted man. The style of the book is 
as objectionable as the matter, and we take this 
opportunity of informing Mr. Stocqueler that 
the constant employment of French phrases 
when English words would have sufficiently 
expressed his meaning, is not the practice of 
eminent writers or consonant with good taste. 
We also suggest that he would have behaved 
with more frankness if he had informed the 
reader that the book is a mere reprint of articles 
contributed to the United Service Gazette. 
Many other defects remain to be pointed out ; 
but we trust that we have said enough to put 
intending readers on their guard against 
one of the most worthless, misleading con- 
tributions to military literature which it has 
ever been our misfortune to review. 








Our Work in Palestine. A History of the 
Researches conducted by Capts. Wilson, 
Anderson, Warren, &c. (Bentley & Son.) 

THERE is not much to be said about this little 

book. It is intended as a “ popular” exposi- 

tion of the achievements of the Palestine Fund 
since its establishment, and consists partly of 
abstracts of the papers and books published in 
connexion with its object, either by the Fund 
or by others, and partly of extraneous matter, 





by way of elucidation, not to say padding, 
There is certainly, as the unnamed compilers 
say, a great deal left to be done, and, not to 
mince matters, the reality has fallen short 
of expectation. That these were too sanguine 
at the outset we never doubted; and if the 
survey to which the Fund has narrowed its 
scope now, had been aimed at at the outset, 
some of the outlay might possibly have beep 
spared, while what archeological and other 
results have accrued might have been obtained 
all the same, chemin faisant, as it were. The 
Fund would also have been saved the humilia. 
tion of seeing the only object of real value— 
we mean the Moabite Stone—that has turned 
up under the eyes of its agents, first half 
destroyed, and then, for all practical purposes, 
vanishing into thin air. Far be it from us to cast 
a slur upon the zeal and energy with which, 
including the founder, Mr. Grove, and Mr, Be- 
sant the Secretary, every body has worked. Nor 
would we question the pluck and perseverance 
of the engineers engaged, or deny that they 
may point to a number of results worth all 
their trouble ; but, as far as we have got, the 
“burning questions” themselves are as un- 
solved now as they were before the first spade- 
full of soil was taken up. And, as regards 
that Stone of Contention, we have a feeling that 
Capt. Warren might, at Rome, have done a 
little more as the Romans do. There has been 
sharp practice somewhere, and discretion, 
beautiful as it is in the abstract, may, at times, 
be carried somewhat too far. 

It is the fact of our having had all the 
paraphernalia of exploration on the spot,—and, 
if we mistake not, there were independent men 
competent to pronounce upon the value of the 
relic in Palestine, at the very time who, on the 
slightest hint, would have moved heaven and 
earth to procure it for England,—which 
makes the event vexatious; but “ discre- 
tion” sealed all lips, and the opportunity was 
lost for ever. The Fund would, we imagine, have 
taken up a very different position if, instead 
of defective bits and squeezes, it could have 
produced the stone, asits property, intact. “Any 
interference on Capt. Warren’s part,” says the 
book before us, “‘ would probably have tended to 
complicate matters, and might have led to 
a still earlier destruction of the monument.” 
We do not see much difference between the 
earlier and later destruction, and still less do 
we see why, when M. Ganneau, after Peter- 
mann’s diplomatic speech, thought himself at 
liberty to act, “ Capt. Warren was away, and the 
coast was left clear for M. Ganneau.” Why was 
Capt. Warren away at such a juncture, and why 
was the coast left clear for M. Ganneau ? Surely, 
too, it was a mistake in Capt. Warren to assist 
M. Ganneau by the squeezes obtained at the 
cost of the Fund, without insisting on having, 
at least, a copy of his own full estampage. 

We should not have been led to talk thus of a 
matter which had best be buried in silence, 
were it not that a different complexion has 
repeatedly been put on this not very beautiful 
case. The subsequent “ugly rush” at the 
interpretation will live a standing warning In 
the annals of philology. Instead of waiting 
for the real text cn existence, although not yet 
published, some savants, who had never in their 
lives seen a Pheenician letter, talked big by the 
aid of a Hebrew Vocabulary and Smith or 
Winer’s Dictionaries, telling us all about “ Moa- 
bitisms,” and the rest, not faili ng faithfully 
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reproduce certain misprints, to be found in 
the early letters on the subject. That others 
have furnished really valuable information was 
only to be expected ; but why this unholy and 
quite unparalleled hurry? The consequence of 
it has been that by this time the general public 
is sick of the stone andits story, and probably 
has ceased to believe in its existence altogether, 
while scholars have given up discussing it and 
its readings. 

Having spoken in detail regarding the two or 
three principal works, from extracts made in 
this book, and having further devoted our 
columns at various periods to full accounts of 
the doings of the Fund, we need not enter into 
them here, except thus far, that we regret not 
to find the paper ‘ On the Marks on the Haram 
Wall,’ which first appeared in the Times, and 
was reprinted in the Transactions, —neither 
it nor even an abstract of it. It is surely 
not right to make Mr. Deutsch say that they 
were ‘ Phoenician characters.” What he said, 
and said not only after having the copies 
shown to him, but after he had inspected 
them bodily on the spot, was, if we remember 
rightly, that they were not characters, but marks 
made by masons, figures and letters, probably 
standing for numerals; and as he took excep- 
tional pains to explain the subject, and to guard 
himself against misconstructions, it seems 
rather hard upon him to go on talking of Hiram 
and Solomon, of whom he said not one word, 
and to overlook his discovery of some of those 
signs on ancient harbour-stones at Saida. 
A striking fact, which we had not known 
before, is the finding of fragments of pottery 
on the very spot of these marks, with Phceni- 
cian words on them, as clear as any on the 
Ashmanezer tomb,—a fact which, we shouldsay, 
finally disposes of M. de Vogué's theory on the 
subject. 

The workmanship of the little book is, save 
a few misprints here and there, commend- 
able, and we trust there will be buyers 
enough to allow the Fund at least to keep 
open the shafts which it left at Jerusalem, 
even if it does not intend to continue the 
work in the city. Also in a further edition 
it might, perhaps, be desirable to give an 
explanation to many of the woodcuts at the 
opening of the chapters, which have, some 
of them at least, a very queer look indeed. 
Neither are we told what, eg., the plate 
opposite p. 164—a splendid landscape strewed 
with ruins and three “ Skeikhs ”—may repre- 
sent. Would it not also be preferable, in a 
possible future edition, to indicate a more 
tangible author than the “‘ Committee,” which, 
as we see from the covers of the Transactions, 
consists of nearly everybody both here and 
abroad? It might then be possible to ap- 
portion to the individual as his own idiosyn- 
crasies things which tinge the whole book. In 
his endeavours to write popularly he might 
also aim at somewhat greater clearness here 
and there. There would accrue from greater 
care greater credit both to himself and to 
others. But, above all, should slips like 
“the Noble Sanctuary,” as Capt. Warren calls 
it, which strikingly reminds one of the old 
“All men must die,’ as Chambers so beautifully 
observes in his last number,” be carefully 
weeded out ; together with Renan’s “dacerated 

Jifth Gospel.” 








The Rise of Great Families ; other Essays and 
Stories. By Sir Bernard Burke, Ulster 
King of Arms. (Longmans & Co.) 


To this last gossiping volume by the Irish 
Herald-King, the second rather than the first 
part of the title given above is appropriate. 
The volume is hardly so mucha supplement to 
what Ulster has previously written on the 
subject of the rise of great families, as it is 
a collection of scattered materials which re- 
mained after a more important work was con- 
cluded. It resembles the talk of a man who, 
having a longnarrative, drops off into discursive 
remarks, without caring to observe any order ;— 
treating the first question or telling the first 
anecdote that occurs to him. So, in this book, 
chronological order is dispensed with. The 
first story is of Pamela (Madame de Genlis’s 
Pamela, who married Lord Edward Fitzgerald). 
The last chapter is made up of—as its title 
declares,—Fragments of Family and Personal 
History. The Rise of Great Families is, 
indeed, the question illustrated, but it only 
occupies sixty-four out of about three hun- 
dred and sixty pages, of which the volume 
consists. Among the intervening chapters, 
one, on the extinction of the families of illus- 
trious men, is of interest. Others discuss such 
a narrative as that of the romantic career and 
the fatal end of the late eccentric but kind- 
hearted Earl of Aberdeen. The Romance 
(we might say the most romantic romance) 
of History is fully illustrated in some of the 
other chapters. 

Few histories so nearly resemble romance 
as the story of Pamela,—Simms, or Berke- 
ley, or by whatever other name that lady was 
known,—before she (then a little girl) was 
brought into the family of the Duke of Orleans 
(Egalité), by the governess, Madame de Genlis, 
as a playmate for the Duke’s children. There 
can be no doubt, after reading Sir Bernard’s 
story,—even if any existed before,—that the 
pretty and clever and wayward Pamela was 
half-sister to her princely and legitimate play- 
mates, and that the Duke and Madame knew 
more about her than any other persons in the 
world. 

After that deluge came which Louis XV. fore- 
told would some day swoop over France, and fore- 
told-it with the cheerful resignation which most 
men feel with regard to the calamities of pos- 
terity, Pamela’s condition was of the saddest, 
till she met with Lord Edward Fitzgerald, and 
was married to him, without outward symbol 
of rejoicing, at Tournay. Perhaps the hap- 
piest season of her not too happy life was that 
she spent with her young husband in Ireland. 
They were at the very height of their joy when 
the insurrrection broke out. The pikes were 
in good repair, and Lord Edward, as the song 
said, would be there; but the whole scheme 
proved abortive, and Lord Edward, like many 
auother well-meaning but rash enthusiast, was 
betrayed by a fellow-countryman. He was 
saved from such a death as Emmet’s—by 
dying of his wounds in prison. The world 
was then before Pamela. The Fitzgeralds, the 
Leinster family, seem to have been exceedingly 
fond of this beautiful and ill-fated creature ; 
but they resigned her, or got rid of her, or, at 
all events, submitted to be deprived of her, 
with an alacrity or indifference, neither of 
which can be acounted for. She settled, or 
rather wandered, on the Continent. She was 





now in France, now in Germany, ultimately 
we find her at Hamburg, where Mr. Pitcairn, 
the American Consul—for love, for sympathy, 
or for whatever reason—induced her to marry 
him. When heroines who have attracted the 
notice of the world take second husbands, they 
lose much of the interest they had previously 
inspired. 
There is something to be said for Pamela. 
Her first husband’s attainder confiscated all 
his property. She seems to have received 
some help from Madame de Genlis’s niece ; 
but she must have been in very straitened 
circumstances when she married Pitcairn. 
Unhappiness came of this union, and sepa- 
ration followed. In 1820, this heroine of 
romance, still fondly cherished in French 
hearts, was living in obscurity at Toulouse. 
In 1831 she died, aged fifty-seven, at No. 7, 
Rue Richepanse, Paris. In the official record 
of her first marriage, in December, 1792, she 
is called Stéphanie Caroline Anna Simms, 
aged nineteen, native of London, daughter of 
* Guillaume Berkley and Marie Simms.” Her 
own signature to the marriage contract was 
“Pamela Simms,” and it was witnessed by 
“Philippe Egalité,” who had assumed that 
ridiculous name in September of the same 
year. In the registry of this lady’s death, she 
is styled “Dame Anne Caroline Stéphanie 
Symes,” and therewith ends a partly brilliant, 
partly hapless story, still shrouded in mystery, 
but, nevertheless, not difficult of solution. 
The marriage of Pamela and Lord Edward 
had for issue one son and two daughters. The 
son, Edward, married, in 1827, a daughter of 
Sir John Dean Paul. Their daughter, Pamela, 
is now Mrs. Turner of Llwyndirad. Lord and 
Lady Edward’s two daughters made excellent 
matches. The elder, Pamela, married in 1820, 
when her mother was living in obscurity in 
Toulouse, Sir Guy Campbell, Bart. They 
who have attended the little church at Still- 
organ, near Dublin, can certify that Lady 
Campbell was beautiful down to the year in 
which she died, 1869. Her younger sister, 
Lucy Louisa, married, in 1825, Capt. G. F. 
Lyon, of the Royal Navy, and died the year 
after her mother, 1832. These marriages only 
make more inexplicable the lonely, unhappy, 
and secluded life led for so many years by 
Pamela herself. Her first husband’s attainder 
has been reversed. 
Pamela’s second marriage diminished public 
sympathy. It was like that of Curran’s 
daughter, who was engaged to be married to 
Emmet, in 1803, the year in which he was so 
ignominiously hanged. Sarah Curran’s story 
is alluded to in Washington Irving’s ‘ Broken 
Heart,’ and Moore has flung around her a 
wreath of poetry in the Irish melody :— 
She is far from the land where her young hero sleeps, 
And lovers are round her, sighing ; 

But coldly she turns from their gaze, and weeps, 
For her heart in his grave is lying. 

She sings the wild song of her dear native plains, 
Ev'ry note which he lov’d awaking, 

Ah, little they think who delight in her strains 
How the heart of the minstrel is breaking ! 

In plain prose, however, Sarah Curran 
married an English officer, Col. H. Sturgeon. 
It is impossible for us to feel quite as much 
interest in the affianced bride of the patriot 
Emmet when she becomes Mrs. Sturgeon. 
Her first love, however, never faded from her 
heart ; but the heart itself soon ceased to beat ; 
—and so closed another romantic story. 
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We conclude with one specimen out of the 
many stories which Sir Bernard Burke has 
collected. After speaking of Lords who owe 
much of their greatness to having married 
richly-endowed heiresses, Ulster thus con- 
tinues :— 

“These few instances, chosen out of many, 
which readily present themselves, show the 
influence heiresses have had on the rise of our 
great houses. In the cases cited, the heiresses 
carried with them not only the heraldic inherit- 
ance, but the much more substantial succession 
to the family estates. But it must not be taken 
for granted that all ladies who succeed to property 
are heiresses. Generally, this may be the fact, 
but not always. ‘There’s often an heiress without 
@ penny,’ is an Irish proverb. Many ladies who 
succeed to extensive estates, or large property 
(such, for instance, as Lady Burdett Coutts) are 
not heiresses, and many ladies, who succeed to 
none, are. The true definition of an heiress or co- 
heiress is this—a lady who is representative or co- 
representative in blood of her father. This repre- 
sentation, which depends on her having no brother, 
or on her brother or brothers having died without 
issue, entitles her descendants to quarter her arms 
for ever. In right of his descent from heiresses, 
the present Duke of Athole has a shield of more 
than a thousand quarterings. His Grace is not 
only the senior representative in blood of the 
Nevills, Lords Latimer, but also of the Stanleys, 
Earls of Derby, the De Veres, Earls of Oxford, 
and the Percys, Earls of Northumberland. Yet 
he does not inherit Knowsley, Hedingham, or 
Alnwick. Asa set-off against this accumulation 
of heiresses combined in the possessor of one Scotch 
dukedom, it is a curious circumstance that another 
Scotch Duke, Montrose, is the representative of 
ancestors quite as illustrious—courtiers, and 
cavaliers par excellence—not one of whom, from 
their first appearance in history, found favour 
with an heiress. Consequently the Graham shield 
has no quartering.”

Handbook of Social Economy ; or, the Worker's 
ABC. By Edmond About. Translated 
from the last French Edition. (Strahan & Co.) 


Ir is with feelings of considerable disappoint- 
ment that we have closed M. Edmond About’s 
‘Handbook of Social Economy.’ Not that 
we had anticipated from it any contribution of 
original thought on the great social and eco- 
nomic problems of the day, nor had we counted 
upon the absence in his pages of much with 
which we are forced to disagree ; but we did 
expect to find that M. About had a thorough 
grasp of his subject from his own point of 
view, and that he would display that extra- 
ordinary power of translating scientific 
thought into popular language for which the 
French as a nation are so justly distinguished. 
We had looked forward to the pleasure of being 
put in possession of M. About’s views on 
social economy through the means of that 
pellucid and brilliant style with which Bastiat 
has fascinated us even when we feel least in 
accord with him. These expectations were 
strengthened by the high praise bestowed on 
M. About’s style by the translator in the Intro- 
duction to the volume before us. M. About, 
says Mr. Rae, has a singular aptitude for the 
composition of a popular work on social 
economy.— 

“He is largely endowed with the peculiarly 
French gift of rendering the most abstruse topics 
clear to the meanest understanding, and of making 
entertaining reading out of the driest and most 
unpromising materials. Among clever and culti- 
vated Frenchmen he is pre-eminent for his skill 





as a popularizer of hard facts. . . . It is hardly an 
exaggeration to say that M. About could make 
Euclid as interesting as the most fascinating novel, 
= ,the multiplication table as amusing as a fairy 
tale. 

Evidently there is no chance of agreement 
as to the merits of M. About’s style between 
ourselves and Mr. Rae; for the latter gentle- 
man quotes in the Introduction, with approval, 
some of the very passages which we should 
have selected to illustrate the pompousness, 
the high-sounding wordiness, and the preten- 
tious phraseology of M. About’s ‘“‘ Handbook.” 
We will select one of these passages for the 
edification of the reader, who must sit in judg- 
ment between Mr, Rae and ourselves :— 

“And social economy ascends to such a height 
that it merges into universal morality. For man’s 
reason is indivisible, and there are no truths which 
cannot be reconciled with each other. What would 
happen if the poor, out of calculation, were to 
apply themselves to enrich the rich? If the rich, 
out of a wise selfishness, were to apply themselves 
to enrich the poor? Who would be the gainer in 
such an event! Everybody. The area we inhabit 
is limited, but the production of useful things is 
unlimited. Oh! how fine would be the victories, 
and how vast the conquests, if, instead of fighting 
against each other, we were to unite all our efforts 
against blind and stupid nothingness.” 

Perhaps the prosaic mind of the haughty 
islander may have in it something akin to 
“blind and stupid nothingness.” We cer- 
tainly are inclined to echo this fantas- 
tic eloquence, and say, ‘Oh! how fine 
would be the victories, and how vast the 
conquests,” if English people could be brought 
to admire writing of this kind! 

Sometimes M. About’s affection for general 
language and big words quite obscures for a 
time his true meaning. Thus, in Chapter IIL, 
on ‘ Production,’ he states, after a preliminary 
flourish, that “to lend is to produce.” Accord- 
ing to the ordinary meaning of the words “to 
lend” and “to produce,” this is sheer nonsense. 
But it is M. About’s way of introducing a 
conclusive argument why loans should not be 
gratuitous. The phrase “To lend is to pro- 
duce” is afterwards explained to mean that to 
lend for productive purposes assists production ; 
therefore the lender is entitled to a share in 
the wealth which his capital has helped to 
create. But even this does not give a satisfac- 
tory reason why loans should not be gratui- 
tous. A loan’may be made for an unproduc- 
tive purpose, or for a purpose that is absolutely 
destructive, such as a loan to Government for 
carrying on a war; and yet the lender is just 
as much entitled to his interest as if he had 
invested his money in productive industry. 
But M. About has laid down an axiom that 
every one must in some shape or another be 
a producer—‘‘ a man cannot live on the earth 
except as a producer.” The capitalist who 
lends his capital is a producer; the capitalist 
who invests in stock is a producer; the capi- 
talist who buys houses and lives on the rents 
is a producer. “To lend capital or to let 
houses zs always rendering a service, and con- 
sequently is to produce.” Hence we are brought 
to the astonishing conclusion that every one 
who renders a service isa productive labourer. 
The Jew money-lender, for example, who 
makes loans to young spendthrifts at 70 per 
cent., is a productive labourer. To give money 
to beggars is to be a productive labourer ! 
“Oh! how fine would be the victories, and how 
vast the conquests,” if M. About could abstain 





a 
from the generalizations that lead to such 
absurd conclusions. 

It must not be supposed that we think 
there is nothing to be gained by a perusal of 
M. About’s “Handbook.” Many of his illys. 
trations are felicitous, and his arguments jp 
favour of free trade and in vindication of the 
rights of property are conelusively stated, 
It certainly ought not to be brought against 
him that his book is more suited to the 
economic conditions of Franee than to those 
of this country. The “ Handbook” is written 
by a Frenchman for the French people, and it 
is no fault of M. About’s that the principal 
topics discussed in it are practically settled in 
England. This fact, however, ought to have 
been considered by those who caused the book 
to be translated. For example, the arguments 
and the illustrations advancing the doctrines 
of free trade are very well and skilfully put, 
and although they perhaps compare un 
favourably with the immortal candle-maker’s 
petition by M. Bastiat, they would be cal- 
culated, in France, to exercise a_ healthy 
influence on public opinion. In England, 
however, the question of free trade has long 
been virtually decided. In the same way 
English people, even English Internationalists, 
do not require to be convinced that capital is 
entitled to share in the wealth which cannot 
be produced without it. We are not, as a 
nation, liable to be taken in by the “ first 
innovator who comes to sap the foundations 
of society with paradoxes and sophisms.” On 
the contrary, innovators of all kinds, wise and 
foolish, have rather a hard time of it with us, 
and have to establish their position over and 
over again before they are regarded as any- 
thing else than mischievous madmen or self- 
seeking schemers. The rights of property, 
again, are in no danger of being disregarded 
on this side of the British Channel. On the 
whole, therefore, so far as the suitability of 
M. About’s “Handbook ” to English readers is 
concerned, we are inclined to repeat the old 
joke, that it contains much that is new and 
true, but unfortunately those parts that are 
true are not new, whilst those that are new 
are not true. 

Of the merits of the translation we cannot 
speak, as we have not had the advantage of 
reading the ‘‘ Handbook” in the original. A 
more careful revisal, however, would have 
avoided so gross an error in English as this, 
which occurs on p. 138,—“TI dare not think of 
what he would have underwent,” &c. With a 
few exceptions the book is rendered into 
grammatical English ; and if there is a lack of 
vigour and dignity in the style, we must make 
allowances for the difficulty of rendering M. 
About’s eccentric mannerisms into appropriate 
English. 








NOVELS OF THE WEEK. 

The Walton Mystery. By Louise C. Reynolds. 
(Ward, Lock & Tyler.) 

Off the Skelligs. By Jean Ingelow.

A Desperate Character: a Tale of the Gold

Father Godfrey. By the Author of ‘Anne 
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of our titled nobility, should inform herself 


from the Peerages (passim) that the younger 
gon of an Earl is not a Viscount, and that 
Lucy Lady Arthur Darrell is a designation as 
grotesque as “Sir Brown.” A little insight 
‘nto the language spoken in the higher circles 
would also be of much assistance to her. “ Are 
you agreeable” for “do you agree,’—‘“ you 
always seem so frightened of me,”—“ not a 
single tiding has reached me,”—“ have you 
any wine handy,” &c.,—are phrases which sound 
somewhat too vernacular for the use of person- 
ages so august; though ‘ Pshaw, a truce to 
such nonsense!” and “are you prepared to 
like London as well as the ancient and romantic 
Italian capital,” accord wonderfully with such 
conceptions of noblemen as we have formed 
from the stage. Whatever be the deficiencies 
of education, however, which these grand 
creatures display, no exception can be taken 
to their magnificent surroundings, or to the 
elegance and grace of their deportment. Lady 
Edith, the wife, alas! of an eminent stock- 
broker! always reclines (gracefully) upon “a 
lounge of amber satin,” and is attired of an 
evening in a superb rich silk, with a comb of 
pearls, while a pale blue wrapper is her morning 
wear. Her brother, the estimable Lord Arthur, 
is equally picturesque. ‘‘The young nobleman 
shrugged his shoulders and elevated his eye- 
brows.” ‘The young lord was lounging over 
the back of a chair, carelessly handling her lady- 
ship’s smelling-bottle.” ‘‘ He came towards her 
with his elegant bearing, and offered an apology.” 
Of course we cannot suppose that such deport- 
ment was a separable accident of his lordship’s 
composition ; but it is well to note, as our 
author always does, when a peculiarly elegant 
or noble bearing is made part of his personal 
luggage. Lucy Walton, being only a commoner, 
does not of course affect quite so much— 
side,” shall we call it profanely—as her titled 
friends; but always walks, or “glides,” in 
“melancholy beauty.” Our readers will at 
once divine that holy matrimony must be the 
ultimate result of so suitable a companionship 
as that of the gliding girl with the statuesque 
young nobleman. The elm and the vine are 
not more naturally wedded. Of course, in 
human husbandry, they who train the tendrils 
round the trunk meet with some preliminary 
difficulties. The chief obstacle in the present 
case is the Walton mystery. What that dark 
tangle consists of, we purpose not to reveal. 
Suffice it to say that, like most knots, it is a 
plain enough yarn when unravelled. But some 
stranger things than the mystery happen during 
the process of disentanglement: one is, that 
Lucy’s horse runs away, and that Arthur strives 
to mend matters by chasing her upon a stubborn 
steed; another, that Emily Percival, always 
playful, upsets a large boatful of ladies and 
gentlemen simply by turning her head. This 
puzzles us, because we are led to believe that 
her strong point was her natural hair. But 
strangest of all are the arguments used by the 
impassioned Arthur to urge Lucy to listen to 
his love. “‘Oh! my love, my darling,’ he 
cried, kneeling at her feet, ‘have mercy on 
me! do not refuse me now, for I’ll never open 
my lips to ask you this again! I will go away 
for ever, and drown the recollection of the only 
woman I ever loved in the pleasures—aye, per- 
haps the dissipations—of the Continent,’ he 
added, with an exceeding bitterness. ‘ Yes, 
Lucy, if you refuse to share my wealth and 





bear my name . He stopped.” And we 
will stop, assuring the author of this tale that, 
whatever be her shortcomings, her book, at 
any rate, is objectively amusing. 

It was with some interest that we opened 
Miss Ingelow’s first story of any magnitude. 
We were naturally a little alarmed by the four 
volumes, and at the outset of the first we 
lighted upon a bit of doubtful grammar, which 
made us fear that she was going to turn out 
only the ordinary novelist. But we read each 
succeeding volume with increasing interest, 
going almost to the point of wishing there 
was a fifth. We found that the first piece 
of bad English was the last, and we laid 
down the book with a decided opinion that, in 
spite of many faults of construction, we had 
seldom read a more charming novel of the 
domestic kind. Even now, as we write, we 
cannot wholly get rid of the feeling that the 
people must all be living somewhere, and that 
we shall some day meet them, and hear all 
about what they have done since we lost sight 
of them. They are pleasant people, too, and 
interesting ; and let it be noted that this is 
the more remarkable, inasmuch as the story is 
an autcbiography of a young lady from her 
earliest childhood to her wedding-day, and we 
have rarely, if ever, been able to feel thoroughly 
interested in a heroine who tells her own story. 
We must, however, admit an exception to this 
in Miss Dorothea Graham. From the time 
when she played in the minster with her 
brother, and shared with him in the invention 
of a new language, insisting that it should 
have none but strong preterites (has Miss 
Ingelow really heard this!}—we can hardly 
believe it), to the day when she and her hus- 
band “depart together to begin their story,” 
we never grow tired of her. She tells her 
story with such grace and simplicity, that she 
wins our heart as completely as she does that of 
the man whose story and hers begin together, 
—just when, having watched their characters 
through the long preface of four volumes, we 
at last feel that they are old friends. Whether 
she is tending shipwrecked mariners “ off the 
Skelligs” (if our readers do not know where 
that is, they are shamefully ignorant of geo- 
graphy), and, unknown to herself, meeting her 
fate ; or learning to engrave on wood, in order 
that she may support herself, and have where- 
withal to help others; or reading Greek with 
her faithless boy-lover, whom she only loves 
for the sake of his love, which plays her false ; 
or grieving for his desertion and consoled by 
the love that is really worthy of her,—she is 
throughout a straightforward, genuine English 
girl, unconscious of her own charm, and, as 
may be supposed, without a single point of 
resemblance to the nondescript beings whom 
the vast majority of Miss Ingelow’s sister- 
novelists present to us under that much-abused 
title. Let us not, however, speak of them, but 
pass without even looking. Wesee far too much 
for them in the way of business: so much, that 
we feel that in order to criticize a book like the 
one before us, we want a totally different scale 
and measure from those which we ordinariiy 
employ. To judge Miss Ingelow by any 
standard which would apply, to (say) “ Ouida,” 
or Miss Braddon, or Mrs. Wood, would be 
like weighing lace or other delicate work in 
a coal-merchant’s scales. They live in different 
worlds, under a different system of morals, a 
different code of taste, even different laws of 








nature. We have said enough to show which 
we prefer; unfortunately, the other side is by 
far more numerously represented in modern 
fiction. Still we can recall one other author 
at least to whose work Miss Ingelow’s bears 
a resemblance ; though we cannot name her, 
some of our readers will doubtless know one 
at least of her books, ‘The Romance of a 
Dull Life.’ Miss Ingelow’s genius strikes us 
as having much in common with that of this 
lady, though she has a decided advantage over 
her predecessor in point of humour, In a 
quiet way, there is a great deal of fun in 
‘Off the Skelligs’; and the author has a 
good eye for small absurdities. Let us pre- 
serve one. Who that has a sense of the 
ridiculous has not felt it called into play by 
some of the magnificent botanical titles at- 
tached to the flowers in our parks? Miss 
Ingelow introdaces us to a new one, new at 
least to us— Smilax simulata. The simu- 
lated Smilax, a Smilaceous plant,” is the style 
by which the wallflower is known at Ken- 
sington. This is, however, a digression ; and 
our space is short, so we must drop details 
and go on with generalities. Artistically 
speaking, we think the greater part of the first 
volume a mistake. There is a complete break 
where Dorothea and her brother are left alone 
in England ; and the earlier scenes, delightful 
as they are, have no bearing whatever on the 
main story. With the exception of the heroine 
and her brother, the only connecting link is a 
worthy clergyman, who is absolutely unim- 
portant to the really serious part of Dorothea’s 
life, as far as we know it. The only result of 
our early acquaintance with the brother and 
sister is to make us regret the failure of the 
clever and original little boy to turn into any- 
thing but an ill-tempered and churlish man, 
with low tastes, and no appreciation of his 
far superior sister. Hence, while we must 
own that to our own mind this want of cohe- 
rence only increases the life-likeness of the 
story, and adds to the feeling that we are 
reading of really living people, we cannot ex- 
pect many of our readers to take the same 
view. They will probably think that the last 
three volumes would have been, as a novel, 
at once more orthodox and more perfect. 

We shall look with still greater interest and 
curiosity for Miss Ingelow’s next novel. It 
has been well remarked to us, that most adult 
persons of moderate literary ability and power 
of observation can write one fairly good novel 
by merely recording their own experience. We 
do not, of course, know whether this is Miss 
Ingelow’s case; but we shall be glad to be 
assured of the possible existence of some more 
novels from her hand as pleasant as ‘ Off the 
Skelligs.’ 

Let us add one word of dispraise, though 
not to the author. The book is printed in a 
way that is disgraceful to everybody con- 
cerned. 

If Mr. Thomson-Gregg’s picture of life at 
the antipodes is to be taken as a faithful one, 
we are forced to the conclusion that life out 
there must be singularly barren of interest. 
We are early informed that the story is to be 
of a dramatic character, and are consequently 
somewhat disappointed to find, after wearily 
plodding through three volumes, no vestige of 
a plot. There are, however, ‘‘ characters” in 
abundance, all of them more or less “desperate,” 
so that we remained for some time in doubt 
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as to which of them has the strongest claim to 
the honour of having suggested the title of the 
book. At last we discovered that this bad 
eminence belonged to a gentleman with the 
familiar name of Jones, alias “‘ Budgerygur,” 
who is both fierce and facetious. For example, 
we are told that, on a friend proclaiming 
himself a total abstainer, Mr. Budgerygur 
“laughed a Mephistophelean laugh, brimful 
of sarcastic bitterness and fiendish malice.” 
We are also informed that it would be “no 
exaggeration to say that he would have con- 
vulsed the chief mourners at a parent’s funeral.” 
The numerous specimens of his wit which the 
author has preserved do not, in our opinion, 
bear out this strong assertion. As to the love- 
making, that is, as may be imagined, suffi- 
ciently “desperate.” One young swain, Charles 
Woodward by name, seeing a young lady, to 
whom he is almost a stranger, in the presence 
of her parents, “‘jumped up from his seat, and 
dropped upon his knees before her,” thereby 
inducing Mrs. Middleton to extricate her 
smelling-bottle from her “capacious, house- 
wifely, motherly pocket,” and thrust it forcibly 
against his nose. The same gentleman, on 
another occasion, seeing the same young lady 
walking with another man, is described by our 
author as following them “with the hatred of 
twenty hells concentrated in his bloodshot 
eyes,” and also with intent to do them at least 
grievous bodily harm. After all, perhaps, Mr. 
Thomson-Gregg’s strength lies in the curiously 
happy art he possesses of elevating a low and 
commonplace action into something heroic by 
means of language. Describing a love passage 
between a middle-aged lady and a bush-doctor, 
the author says, “ Her lips met his with a smack 
which resounded lke thunder on a small scale.” 
One is reminded of Bowles’s celebrated account 
of the effect produced in the forests of Madeira 
by a similar operation. 

In conclusion, we must add, that we have 
rarely come across a duller, sillier book than 
Mr. Thomson-Gregg’s novel, or one written in 
worse taste, or showing greater ignorance of 
the elementary laws of art. 

In a well-written story, the author of ‘Father 
Godfrey’ places before us the struggles and 
difficulties of a young Oxonian, who is at 
first attracted by the piausible pretensions to 
authority put forward by the Church of Rome, 
and afterwards is led by the more potent 
inducements of earthly affection to abandon 
his position as a priest of that Church, and 
seek, in an active life in the new world, an 
anodyne for the trials and sufferings he has 
undergone at home. Godfrey’s character is 
finely drawn, though we feel some resentment 
at being entrapped into liking what we are 
sure must be in some important respects a 
disposition marred by weakness. Still more 
flimsy, though possibly more natural, is the 
hysterical Elfrida Foxley, whose weakness and 
beauty prove the temporary overthrow of Leigh 
Wynford, who finds he has lavished all the 
ardour of a first passion upon a medieval 
saint, the lightest word of whose “spiritual 
director” can outweigh the wishes of the most 
passionate of earthly lovers. At a later stage of 
her career, when she has tortured and worried 
herself into Father Godfrey’s fold, she retains 
a power of fascination sufficient to turn the 
head of her confessor, and to compel him, 
after bitter struggles and self-reproach, to give 





has deliberately chosen, and cast himself once 
more upon the sea of doubt which he flattered 
himself he had avoided by his voluntary 
humiliation to authority. There is something 
so painful and so unworthy in the whole 
transaction (evident as it is that mundane 
affection—a good husband, in fact—is what 
is needed above all things by a girl of 
Elfrida’s exaggerated but not unusual tempe- 
rament), something so pathetic in the giving 
way of all poor Godfrey’s artificial lines 
of disciplined defence, that we feel that the 
tombstone, which, according to a growing 
fashion, is duly recorded in the narrative as 
having been placed over Elfrida’s remains, 
might, more appropriately, have been conse- 
crated to the spiritual demise of the clergyman. 
Such an impression, we are sure, is not one 
which the author intended to produce, but it 
will, if we mistake not, be the most abiding 
result in the minds of the majority of her 
readers. Of the subordinate actors, most of 
whom are ably handled, we need say nothing, 
except that they are treated with some of the 
minuteness and faithfulness, and all the studied 
moderation, which Mr. Trollope has rendered 
popular. Colonel Foxley, the Wynfords, and 
the Higginsons, are distinct in their respective 
styles, while in the Rev. Augustus we have 
the shallow and fashionable, in Mr, Summer- 
wood the coarse and narrow type, of Ritualistic 
Anglican. Our author justly represents the 
latter variety as most successful in establish- 
ing an ascendency over the minds of “silly 
women.” A good counterpoise, in the shape 
of womanly wisdom, is afforded us in Helen 
Godfrey. On the whole, we may say, that as 
a work of amusement the book is readable, 
while as a “medicated novel,” as Dr. Wendell 
Holmes says, z.e., a book with a purpose,—its 
purpose being to show the futility of crushing 
out nature by authority,—it deserves, perhaps, 
higher praise. 








CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 


Ir any one wishes to kindle an undying senti- 
ment of gratitude in the heart of a boy, or through 
that boy in the heart of his parents, guardians, or 
friends, let that individual repair at once to the 
nearest book-shop and there purchase that fasci- 
nating work entitled Sea Gull Rock, translated 
from the French of Jules Sandeau by R. Black 
(Sampson Low & C©o.). It is illustrated with 
wood-engravings after drawings by Messrs. E. 
Bayard and Ferat, who have proved themselves 
the friends of men and boys. A story more 
fascinating, more replete with the most rollicking 
fun, the most harrowing scenes of suspense, 
distress, and hairbreadth escapes from danger, 
was seldom before written, published, or read. 
It is all set in a framework of lovely family 
life and affection, which gives the finishing touch 
to the charm which envelopes the book from the 
first page to the last. The story of ‘Sea Gull 
tock’ is thoroughly French: the boys are all 
French boys, the fathers and mothers are French, 
and all the people in the little sea-board hamlet 
in Brittany, where the scene is laid, are French 
too. But boys of all countries and nations will, 
we think, throw up their caps and give a 
hearty shout for Legoff, the fisherman’s son, who 
led the urchins into their deadly peril, and so 
bravely and cleverly met the danger when it 
came. All the little rogues were between seven 
and ten years of age, except Legoff, the hero, who 
was turned twelve, and to whom, by reason of his 
age and experience, the guardianship of all the 
others had been committed, whilst the fathers 
were away on their fishing on the afternoon of

parental confidence must be read in the pages of 
‘Sea Gull Rock.” The work of translation has 
been excellently performed. 

There is usually an attraction in tales about the 
early martyrs of the Christian Church ; readers of 
all modern denominations can join in admiration 
and sympathy. Marcella of Rome, a Tale of the 
Early Church, by Frances Eastwood (Shaw & Co.) 
is a good story of this kind, and may be read with 
pleasure. It is written simply and earnestly. The 
especial point illustrated is the practical belief “jn 
the resurrection from the dead, and the life of the 
world to come,” which animated the early Chris- 
tians in a way that we, who, in these days, take the 
doctrines much more as a matter of course, can 
hardly realize. The introduction of the little 
Jewish maiden, Rhoda, is ingenious and effective, 
‘Marcella of Rome’ will be an acceptable present, 
or may be used for reading aloud in the family 
circle ; jt will also forma useful addition to the 
books suitable for Sunday. 

The Boy's Watchword; or, the Story of the old 
Back-Room, by Jessie Harrison (Shaw & (Co), 
seems to be American, to judge from some of the 
phrases and expressions with which it is sprinkled, 
It is an excellent story, and full of beautiful teach- 
ing and of mothers’ love and influence. 

When last year Miss Holt gave us the carefully- 
written and interesting diary of Isoult Barry, of 
Wynscote, we were hopeful that we might hear of 
her again, after her happy marriage with John 
Avery. The present work, Robin Tremayne, a 
Tale of the Marian Persecution, by Emily Sarah 
Holt (Shaw & Co.), gives us a continuation of her 
life, and also further information concerning the 
survivors of the noble house of Lisle, with whom 
she was so much connected. The amount of care- 
ful research and reading is not inferior to what the 
author displayed in the former work ; the incidental 
touches of domestic manners and customs are not 
quite so numerous or effective, but it may be 
that the times are more familiar to us. The book 
is extremely well written, and gives a lively 
picture of the struggles by which liberty of thought 
and security of life and action were obtained for 
us by our forefathers, of all sorts and conditions 
and denominations. 

The Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge, as we have before had occasion to remark, 
is turning over a new leaf as regards its publica- 
tions, and is recognizing the necessity of their being 
entertaining as well as didactic and instructive. 
Stories of Success, as Illustrated by the Lives 
of Humble Men who have made Themselves 
Great, by James F. Cobb, is an admirable book 
for boys. The narratives are extremely well 
written, and, considering the great compression that 
has had to be used, on the whole the work has 
been done in a satisfactory manner. We are glad 
to see that honour is done to men of all classes 
and denominations. These ‘Stories of Success’ 
may be given either as presents or rewards, with 
the certainty that the book will be a welcome 
addition to a juvenile library. 

The small, unpretending, little volume entitled 
Stranger than Fiction (Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge) will do more for the 
Missionary cause than half-a-dozen crowded 
Missionary meetings, and we think most people 
will read with pleasure this short record of the 
life and labours of Mr. William Duncan amongst 
the Indians of Vancouver’s Island. The comparison 
between what he found them when he landed in 
October, 1857, and what he has been the means 
of making them now, is calculated to strengthen 
the hearts of all interested in the labour of teaching 
wild, uncultured human beings the blessings of 
religion and civilization, whether they are the 
street Arabs of our own towns or the Indians 
of Vancouver's Island, and we can only hope that 
the work begun may go on and prosper. If Mr. 
Duncan has made Christians and orderly citizens 
out of a race of cannibals and savages, we at 
home ought to be able to do more with our roughs. 

Little Mother, by the Author of ‘Little Rosie’s 
Travels’ (Seeley, Jackson & Halliday), is the story 
of a little girl who helped her mother to bring up 
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a baby-brother, and how she earned the title of 
“Little Mother.” ‘Little Mother’ is just the 
book to give girls who have brothers and sisters. 
They can scarcely fail to learn some of the lessons 
of love and gentleness and self-denial of which the 
“Little Mother” sets so charming an example. 

Sometimes a story may be entertaining and 
readable that will not stand criticism as to its 
construction or its probability, and The Village 
Beech Tree; or, Work and Trust (Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge) is one of these. 
It is full of improbability ; the story is weak and 
romantic. Neither the scenes nor the characters 
have any thing but a distant resemblance to real 
life and human nature ; but the book is amusing, 
the moral intended to be inculcated is highly 
laudable, and certainly the efforts of the two good 
boys are crowned with the highest success. 

The Widow and the Rabbits, a Fairy Legend, 
by a Ferret (Rixon & Arnold), is sad rubbish, and 
all the more sad because the writer tries to be face- 
tious. The namesare of the style that in Heraldry 
is called ‘‘ canting”: the historian, Findout ; Mr 
Factfinder; Mr. Helplawyer, the barrister, &c. If 
the story had been pleasing, one would not have 
quarrelled over names ; but then it is not: it is 
foolish and not amusing. 

Grandmamma is a charming old lady, and 
Grandmammoa’s Relics, and her Stories about 
Them, by C. E. Bowen, with Ilustrations (Griffith & 
Farran), are pleasant to read. We hope “the old 
ebony cabinet, inlaid with brass,” is not yet quite 
emptied, and that we may hear more of its 
contents on a future day. Whilst we are wishing, 
it is as well to add, that it is to be wished the 
illustrations were rather prettier. 

Tales at Tea-time, Fairy Stories, written by 
Mr. E. H. Knatchbull-Hugessen, M.P. (Macmillan 
& Co.), with Illustrations by Mr. W. Brunton, looks 
as if it would be a real treasure to the good boy or 
dear little girl who, from time out of mind, has 
been the favoured recipients of fairy favours ; but 
alas! we are disappointed. Mr. Knatchbull- 
Hugessen has not the genuine gift of producing 
fairy stories. His stories are heavy and somewhat 
vulgar ; the fairy verses are like valentines, and his 
fairies are coarse successors to those of ‘The White 
Cat’ and the ‘Sleeping Beauty.’ We fear there 
must have been a revolution in Fairyland, and that 
the high-bred fairies of the ancien régime have 
emigrated—we will not believe they can have 
perished. But the ‘ Pea-Green Nose’ makes us 
regret our beloved ‘ Prince Riquet with the Tuft.’ 
The Dwarf in the story of ‘The Boy with a Tail’ 
has a touch of Quilp about him. The illustrations 
are certainly clever, but they are neither grace- 
ful nor refined. Altogether, we prefer old stories, 
though thrice told, many, many times. 

We should have no objection if the Ouphe, in 

The Little Wonder Horn, by Jean Ingelow, with 
fifteen Illustrations (H. 8. King & Co.), would 
change us to the child to whom Miss Ingelow tells 
these stories: they are charming to read and, if 
well told, would be yet more delightful. ‘The 
Ouphe in the Wood’ is our favourite ; but the 
‘Snow Flake’ divides our interest, and, on the 
whole, we like all the contents of ‘The Little 
Wonder Horn’ very much.—Buds and Blossoms, 
Stories for Children (Groombridge & Sons), is a 
beautifully got-up book ; the illustrations are, some 
of them, printed in colours, and will prove attrac- 
tive to little people. The stories are suitable for 
young children, but they have not what many 
other children’s stories possess, much attraction 
for older persons. 
_ Peter Parley’s Annual (Ben George) has reached 
its thirty-second year, and may be supposed to be 
old enough and strong enough in juvenile favour 
to face the public without a character from critics, 
but we cannot say we like it so well as we have 
liked some of its predecessors. 

_ Father Time’s Story-Book for the Little Ones, by 
Kathleen Knox, with Illustrations by H. W. Peth- 
erick (Griffith & Farran), is a pleasant book, though 
whether “ Father Time,” a benevolent old gentle- 
man, who rescues a little waif out of the streets on 
a rainy day, would ever have had the amiability 





to tell these stories, or whether he would ever have 
come into print at all, if the author had not read 
the Christmas books of Charles Dickens and the 
stories of Hans Andersen, we much doubt ; but 
the book is agreeable, and we can answer for “the 
little ones” being amused by it.—Hymn Stories, 
by Edis Searle, Four Illustrations (Seeley, Jack- 
son & Halliday), illustrating hymns well known 
in the nursery, are pretty, and will, no doubt, 
give the children a more definite notion of what 
their hymns mean than they would otherwise 
have. The teaching is unexceptionable, and 
mothers and sisters may buy the book with the 
certainty of finding no cause to regret their choice. 

Those who get The New Year's Bargain, by 
Susan Coolidge, Illustrations by Addie Leyard 
(Seeley, Jackson & Halliday), will certainly pass a 
pleasant time till they have read quite to the end 
of the book ; and then, we think, they will read 
it all over again, and like it the second time as 
much as they did the first. 

Busy Bee (Seeley, Jackson & Halliday) is a 
little girl who is always in mischief, and who 
thinks she is sent to be a help and assistance 
to all the world. Everybody, mother and father 
included, suffers from the well-meant mischief of 
Miss Bessie. The book is amusing, but we fear 
that young readers will be more apt to follow her 
example than to take warning from her faults. 
Miss Bessie is always so fortunate as to escape the 
whipping which she richly deserved, and which 
would, we are sure, have stopped her career and 
caused her to repent long before her misdeeds 
had filled this handsome, well-printed volume ! 

The title of Swift and Sure; or, the Career of 
Two Brothers, by Alfred Elwes, Illustrations by 
John Lawson (Griffith & Farran), indicates the 
nature of this story. Some readers would be apt 
to feel impatient of the persistent foolishness of 
Gerald Langton, and of the equally persistent 
plodding of Fred, his brother ; but, on the whole, 
the book is interesting, in spite of the mechanical 
regularity with which the moral is set forth. 

If a little more time and labour had been 
bestowed upon Wreelsed, not Lost; or, the Pilot 
and his Companions, by the Hon. Mrs. Dundas 
(Griffith & Farran), it would have repaid the 
expenditure. The shipwrecked boys find almost 
as many wonderful things in their cavern as the 
mother in the family of the Swiss Robinson 
found in the wonderful bag she carried on shore 
from the wreck. The style is stiff and tame, but 
we expect Mrs. Dundas will tell her story better 
another time, when she has had more practice. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


WE do not remember a better book about the 
colony of Victoria than Glimpses of Life in Vic- 
toria, by a Resident, just published by Messrs. 
Edmonston & Douglas. A terrible misprint of 
“Lucalypti” for Eucalypti, which occurs early in 
the work, soon proved, as we read on, to have been 
no indication of carelessness, for the work is both 
accurate and amusing. We doubt, by the way, 
the statement that “in some parts of Australia the 
thermometer registers a fall of fully 100 degrees 
from noon to midnight,” unless swn temperature 
be taken at noon, and in that case a similar fall 
sometimes occurs in England. If “a Resident’s” 
book should reach a second edition, we hope that 
he will omit the loathsome picture of “death in 
the bush”—the only real blot upon its pages. A 
native boy convert, who mends his manners in no 
way, but finds an excuse for everything in “sure 
tis de debbil dat tempt me,” is a figure that lives, 
as does an Australian horse, who, but for never 
under any circumstances allowing anybody to 
mount him, “ was a quiet creature.” 

“A mon fils, pour qu’il se souvienne,” is the 
characteristic dedication of M. E. About’s book on 
Alsace, published by Hachette, of Paris and London. 
Clever, but egotistic, the sketchy book is written 
to prove that which most people in this country 
are willing to admit—that the Alsacians had 
sooner be French than German. We are sorry to 
say that many gross personal attacks are made on 





individuals who have acted in the contrary sense. 
A “black-book” of this kind will do more harm 
than good to M. About’s cause. “The French 
tricolor in mourning” is not a bad description of 
the new flag of the Germanic Empire. 

Ir our readers try to imagine what would 
be the dulness of Selden or Grotius, stripped of the 
illustrations by which those authors enliven their 
works, they will still have but a dim idea of the 
heaviness of Désarmer ou Déchoir, by the Comte 
E. Goblet d’Alviella, a work “crowned” by the 
French Peace Society, and published by Messrs. 
Muquardt, of Brussels, and Guillaumin, of Paris. 
Its scope is indicated by its title, and its heaviness 
is leaden. It is flattering to our vanity to find 
that the British expedition to Abyssinia is the 
only modern war of which the author approves. 
We would that he could have induced France or 
Belgium to have helped to pay “ the bill.” 

Dr. CHanninc is one of those men, who, having 
done good work in their day, have fallen out of 
notice,—at least, he has in this country. We doubt 
whether The Perfect Life, edited from his MSS., 
by his Nephew (Williams & Norgate), will cause 
any decided reaction. These discourses will be read 
and liked by those who in earlier days liked and 
read the author’s works; but the phase of thought 
they represent has, it seems to us, passed away. 
The difficulties felt by Dr. Channing are not the 
difficulties felt now ; the philosophy he offered is 
not a philosophy that will be widely accepted now. 
In saying this, we do not deny that there is much 
fine feeling, with some beauty, in these sermons. 
We only assert our belief that they would have 
been more highly appreciated forty years ago. 

Mr. A. 8. Murray has written a nice Manual 
of Mythology (Asher & Co.). It is judiciously 
illustrated with plates, and will be most useful to 
all who do not read German, especially to boys 
in the upper forms of schools, although references 
to the poets, &c., might as well have been added 
for their benefit. It is the best work of the kind 
in English. 

Messrs. Smitn & Exper have sent us the 
second volume of their handsome new edition of 
the works of Charlotte Bronté and her sisters. 

Herr Ruporr GortscnAtt has sent us his new, 
book, Janus: Friedens-und Kriegsgedichte (Leipzig, 
Keil). It is handsomely got up, and will do 
nicely for a drawing-room table, but we 
cannot say anything particular in praise of the 
verses it contains. They leave no impression upon 
the mind.—From Messrs. H. 8. King & Co. we 
have received an English version, by Miss Bun- 
nett, of the Memoirs of Leonora Christina. As 
we noticed the German translation some time ago, 
we need not do more than say that Miss Bunnétt 
has made use of the Danish original—Messrs. 
Warne send us two volumes of the “Chandos 
Classics,"—a Milton, which is creditable to them, 
and a Wordsworth, which is not. 

WE have some almanacs before us: Osborne’s 
Midland Counties Farmers’ Almanack, and Os- 
borne’s Housekeeper’s Account Book (Birmingham, 
Osborne), seem to be sensibly contrived.—Two 
almanacs intended for clergymen are sent us 
by the Stationers’ Company, and are neat and 
well-arranged volumes.— The Shakespeare Almanack 
(Kent & Co.) is a silly absurdity—We have re- 
ceived Punch’s Pocket-Book (Punch Office): some 
of the illustrations are taking.

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THE TRUE STORY OF THE SHIPS LENT BY CHARLESI. 
TO SERVE AGAINST THE FRENCH PROTESTANTS. 

Historicau research has strange surprises for 
those who engage in it. If ever anything seemed 
proved by sufficient evidence it was the story told 
by Mr. Forster, in his ‘Sir John Eliot,’ about the 
loan of the ships to be used against the Protestants 
of Rochelle. Nobody, in fact, who had read the 











documents on which Mr. Forster relied could reg. 
sonably have come to any other conclusion than 
that Charles and Buckingham deliberately gave 
over the ships for use against the Protestants, 
And yet, in the course of the investigations which 
are now being made under the authority of the 
Camden Society, fresh evidence has been brought 
to light which entirely overthrows the received 
explanation. 

hat the first application made by the French 
in January, 1625, was cheerfully responded to by 
Charles and Buckingham, as well as by James, 
there can be no doubt whatever. The English 
Government was, at that time, still hopeful of 
converting the French alliance into a reality, and 
was willing to pay almost any price that might be 
asked. But when the contracts for the ships were 
signed in March, we already hear of double dealing, 
culminating in the letter of May 18, in which Sir 
John Coke informed Pennington, the commander 
of the expedition, that no clauses in the contract 
should entangle him “ in the civil wars of the French 
if any happen, or against those of our religion in 
that kingdom or elsewhere,” the contract mentioned 
having directly bound the King to allow the ships 
to be used “ against whomsoever, except the King 
of Great Britain.” The ordinary view of the case 
of course is, that Charles and Buckingham wanted 
to cheat Pennington. If this part of the story 
stood alone, I should have no documentary evidence 
to bring against it. But, knowing what I do 
know of the future course of the affair, I have no 
doubt that they meant to cheat the French. In 
favour of this view it may at least be urged that it is 
the logical result of the situation. On the 18th of 
May, the chance of converting the French alliance 
into a league for an avowed war was almost des- 
perate. Buckingham had just started for France, 
on that expedition which is chiefly remembered on 
account of his impudence in making love to the 
Queen, but which was undertaken in the hope of 
inducing Lewis to engage openly in the continental 
war, = especially to take part in a joint attack 
upon Flanders. Whether his diplomacy failed or 
not, Buckingham would be unwilling to allow the 
ships to be used against the Protestants. If he 
could effect a peace in France, the ships could be 
used for an old scheme of his, in an expedition 
against Genoa. If he failed, he would wish to keep 
them at home. 

His diplomacy did fail, and we then find a series 
of delays. The ships were ready in April; but 
Pennington was told that he would be wanted to 
escort Henrietta Maria to England; and in one 
way or another, the ships were detained so long 
that they only reached Dieppe on the 12th of 
June. When Pennington reached his destination 
he found that the French spoke freely of employ- 
ing him against Rochelle, and being unable to 
reconcile the contradictory orders which he had 
received, he made up his mind to slip back to 
England on the 27th, on the plea that Dieppe Roads 
were an unsafe anchorage. 

The first thought of Charles or Buckingham,— 
the French despatches are not precise as to the 
person from whom the words came,—was to assert 
boldly that the ships were not bound to fight 
against Rochelle. But the words of the contract 
were too clear, and to all outward appearance the 
King made up his mind to comply with the wishes 
of the French. Buckingham apparently threw 
himself heart and soul into their cause. He himself 
went down to Rochester to take part in negotiations 
between the French Ambassador Effiat and the 
owners of the merchant ships, of which, with the 
single exception of the King’s ship the Vanguard, 
the squadron was composed. He wrote on the 
16th of July to Pennington to hasten back with 
all speed to Dieppe, and on the 18th he followed 
his directions up by an order to place the ships 
unreservedly in the hands of the French. As if 
this were not enough, he despatched his confidential 
servant, Edward Nicholas, to accompany Effiat to 
Dieppe to see that the surrender was really effected. 
If more be wanted in the way of proof that Buck- 
ingham was in earnest, we have numerous letters 
detailing the efforts made by Nicholas to carry out 
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his instructions, which appear, on the face of these 
letters, to have failed simply from the mutinous 
resolve of the crews to take no part in fighting 
against Rochelle. ’ 

And now let us look behind the scenes. On the 
19th of July Buckingham writes to Pennington, 
on hearing of mutinous proceedings amongst the 
sailors, that he “cannot but wonder as well as be 
sorry that any such disorder should happen as the 
withdrawing of the mariners from their duty and 
obedience”; and that he requires him to surrender 
the ships “ according to the directions” he had given 
by his secretary Nicholas. The very next day 
Pembroke was sending the following message to 
Pennington :— 

“That the letters which Capt. Pennington sent 
the Lord Duke of Buckingham’s Grace to himself 
and the Lord Conway was the best news that could 
come to the Court, and that the King and all the 
rest were exceeding glad of that relation which he 
made of the discontent and mutinies of his com- 
pany and the rest. And that if such a thing had 
not fallen out, they should have been constrained 
to have sent him advice to have devised to have 
brought some such thing to pass, if the French 
should accept of the service of that ship alone —1. e. 
the Vanguard, the others having at first refused 
to follow to Dieppe—without the rest; and that he 
should carry it on fairly with them, but still to 
keep himself master of his ship, and if they pro- 
ceeded so far as to offer to take the possession of 
her, that then his men should take him prisoner 
and bring away the ship. And that the said Capt. 
Pennington might believe him that he had thus 
much to deliver, it being the King’s will and the 
rest, that it was far from them that any of his ships 
should go against any of the Protestants.” 

A pretty message truly to come to a man whose 
whole anxiety was to obey orders if he could find 
out what those orders were. And now let us see 
how Clarendon’s future friend, Nicholas, was be- 
having. Habemus confitentem reum. Hisdespatches, 
at the time indeed, are written with the utmost 
gravity, as if his ostensible mission was his real one. 
But the next year, when his master was called in 
question for this affair, he wrote to Pennington 
about the ships :— 

“You are to satisfy the Parliament by whose 
and what warrant you delivered them to the 
French. The masters of the merchant ships have 
some of them said that it was by my Lord’s com- 
mand, and by reason of threatening speeches which 
I used to them by order from my Lord, but this 
will be, I doubt, disproved by many witnesses. . . 
It is true that before the ambassador or his people 
I did often charge them aloud to deliver them over 
according to my Lord Conway’s letter, and the 
King’s pleasure, but I fell from that language 
when we were private with the masters; and you 
may remember how often I told you I had no 
warrant or order from my Lord for delivery over of 
those ships.” 

From a paper written about the same time, of 
which the draft is in Nicholas’s handwriting, we 
glean further particulars :— 

“My instructions,” he says, “ were to this effect. 
To employ my best endeavour to hinder, or at least 
delay, the delivery of the ships to the French, but 
therein so to carry myself as that the ambassador 
might not discern but that I was sent of purpose 
and with full instructions and command to effect 
this desire, and to cause all the ships to be put 
into his hands. Accordingly, when the Vanguard 
came into the road of Dieppe, and that Capt. 
Pennington sent for me to come aboard, I 
acquainted the ambassador with it, and told him, 
if I went to the captain, I made no doubt but to 
persuade him to come ashore with me, notwith- 
standing he was—as the ambassador complained 
to me—so obstinate that he refused to come out 
of his ship to the Duke de Montmorenci, who im- 
portuned him there by many kind invitations and 
noble messages; but the ambassador would not 
permit me to go aboard, but commanded me to 
write to Capt. Pennington to come ashore, which 
I did as pressing as the ambassador desired, which 
took effect. When he was come the ambassador 
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interposed still between us so as I could not have 
a word in private with him, but was forced to let 
fall a word now and then as I purposely walked 
by him, to bid him look well whether he had 
sufficient warrant to deliver the ships, which I did 
lest the ambassador . . . should draw a promise 
or engagement from the captain to deliver the 
ships, before I should have opportunity privately 
to advertise him to beware how and on what 
warrant he did surrender the fortresses of the 
kingdom into the hands of a foreign prince.” 

In the end Buckingham outwitted himself. 
Having news from Paris that peace with the 
Huguenots was almost made, he dashed at the 
conclusion that it was quite made, and finally 
directed the delivery of the ships, which he fancied 
would please Lewis and not hurt the Huguenots. 
It turned out, however, that the peace was not 
made, and all this long mystification went for 
nothing. 

The facts thus disclosed have, I believe, a bearing 
beyond their immediate scope. Not only in this 
affair of the ships, but in all other matters, during 
the early years of the reign, the general sincerity 
of Charles and Buckingham can be placed beyond 
question. All known evidence goes to sustain the 
view that they honestly wished to carry out the 
warlike policy which had been accepted by the 
Parliament of 1624, and to beat down Spain and 
its allies. The suspicions of the Parliament of 
1625, however intelligible, were quite unfounded. 
It was their thorough incapacity, conjoined by 
their duplicity in seeking to carry out their avowed 
policy by underhand contrivances, which brought 
contempt upon their claims to statesmanship.

PHILOLOGICAL THEORIES. 
Barton End House, near Nailsworth. 

Tue illness that, some time ago, obliged me to 
stop work, and even now almost hinders me from 
writing the few sentences with which I propose 
to trouble you, interrupted (among many inter- 
ruptions) some studies on the nature of language 
in which I had been engaged for many years, and 
from which I had already obtained results that I 
hope, some day, to demonstrate at large. 

One of these “ results” was a theory that Sound 
is not necessary to human speech, which even in 
its highest and most cultured species and varieties, 
is essentially a bodily movement, that may fairly be 
called gesticulation, and which differs from other 
human gesture by so much as its instrument of 
gesticulation—“ the organs of speech”—is more 
appropriate to its office, and more intimately con- 
trolled by the speaking mind, than the parts of the 
body with which we are usually said “to gesticu- 
late”; and that if the knowledge of that instru- 
ment’s silent shapes and changes were conveyed 
from one human consciousness to another byanother 
medium than that of aérial vibration, those shapes 
and changes would (with one or two trifling excep- 
tions) be as efficient and complete a speech 
(whether as expressor or communicator) as the 
most sonorous of our languages. The other 
“results” to which I have alluded were attempts 
to indicate the principles that govern this internal 
“ gesticulation,” and to show their very beneficial 
application to comparative philology. 

I am asking your courtesy to let me put in this 
brief appearance, with even so rough a memo- 
randum, because should I by and by be allowed 
enough health to go on with things now at pause, 
I shall, if I make no sign at the present moment, 
almost have invited a charge of plagiarism from 
the works of the great physiologist whose latest 
book you have just reviewed (Athen. No. 2351).

UNSUSPECTED — OF SHAKSPEARE’S 


In the scene of ‘Measure for Measure’ last 
touched on, act ii. sc. 3, when the Duke encounters 
Juliet, he professes, in his character of Friar, to 





teach her how best she may test the sincerity of 
her penitence, and catechises her thus :— 
Duke. So then, it seems, your most offenceful act 
Was mutually committed? 
Jul Mutually. 


‘ y 
Duke. Then was your sin of heavier kind than his. 
Jul. I do confess it, and repent it, father. 
Duke, ’Tis meet so, daughter, but least you do repent 
As that the sin hath brought you to this shame, 
Which sorrow is always toward ourselves, not heaven, 
Showing we would not spare heaven as we love it, 
But as we stand in fear. 
The construction of the last speech is very obscure. 
Does it mean, “It is meet you should repent, but 
least meet you should repent only because your sin 
has “%* you shame”? This seems extremely 
forced. Possibly we should read :— 
—— but is’t you do repent 
As that the sin? &c. 
In modern editions we have “lest” for “least,” 
and the difficulty in the construction is evaded by 
making part of the speech parenthetical, and then 
abruptly stopping :— 
—— but lest you do repent 

As that the sin has brought you to this shame,— 

Which sorrow is always toward ourselves, not heaven, 

Showing we would not spare heaven, as we love it, 

But as we stand in fear,— 
but the spirit of the dialogue seems to demand 
an interrogatory. The Duke is instructing her in 
the questions she should arraign her conscience 
with, and this is evidently one of them. 

The last line but one has a suspicious phrase, 
m* — heaven!” Pope reads “seek” for “ spare,” 
and Mr. Collier's manuscript annotator, “serve.” 
Neither is satisfactory. Share in the sense of 
have part in accords well with the context, our 
best guide, and is not dissimilar in the ductus 
literarum— 

Showing we would not share heaven as we love it, 
But as we stand in fear. 

Lord Hussey, in his defence against the charge 
of complicity with the Lincolnshire rebels in 1557, 
says, “ But if I might have had 500 men, I would 
have fought with them, or else forsake my part of 
heaven”; and the expression was not unusual 
formerly. I think it very questionable, however, 
whether in either case we have yet discovered the 
poet’s language. 

Act. iii. se. 1.— 


Isab. This outward-sainted deputy,— 
Whose settled visage and deliberate word 
Nips youth i’ th’ head, and follies doth emmew 
As falcon doth the fowl—is yet a devil ; 
His filth within being cast, he would appear 


“A pond as deep as hell. 
Claud. The prenzie Angelo? 
Isab. O, ’tis the cunning livery of hell, 
The damned’st body to invest and cover 
In prenzie guards! 
Attracted by the manifest and reduplicated blun- 
der, “ prenzie,” the commentators appear to have 
overlooked another probable misprint or two in 
Isabella’s last speech. When it has been finally 
determined what word the tantalizing “ prenzie ” 
has supplanted, the question may be agitated 
whether — 
O, ‘tis the cunning livery of hell, 
The damned’st body to invest and cover, 
was the phraseology of Shakespeare’s day. For, 
unless there is some subtle shade of meaning in 
the passage which eludes me, I should think it 
very doubtful. That it is the cunning knaver 
(or mockery, or witchery) of hell to clothe a damne 
body in immaculate attire, is an intelligible form 
of expression, but we should hardly say,— 
It is the cunning livery of hell 
To—do so. 


The words of Angelo, act ii. se. 2— 

O, cunning enemy, that to catch a saint, 

With saints doth bait thy hook ! 
have a correspondence in sentiment with those of 
Isabella, but do not help to explain the difficulty 
suggested. Exception has been taken to another 
word in this speech, that of “guards” (in the original 
“ gardes”), and not unreasonably. “Guards,” which 
are merely trimmings, can hardly be said to 
“invest and cover” anybody. Mr. Collier’s 
annotator suggests in its place “garb.” Either 
that word or robes seems needful to the integrity 
of the metaphor. 

It is observable that the sophistications in the 

old texts of Shakespeare’s plays are often found in 
clusters—a fact accounted for by the supposition 
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that the manuscript in such places had been torn 
or defaced; the transcriber or compositor being 
then thrown upon his own ingenuity to make the 
best sense of it he could. The brief portion of the 
dialogue between Claudio and his sister under 
consideration well exemplifies this peculiarity. 
After what has just been quoted, it proceeds in 
the folio thus :— 
Isa. Dost thou thinke Claudio 
If I would yeeld him my virginitie 
Thou might’st be freed ? 
Cla. Oh heauens, it cannot be. 
Isa. Yes, he would giu’t thee ; from this rank offence 
So to offend him still. 
The two last lines can never be as the poet gave 
them. Indeed, the majority of editors appear to 
think so; but, not knowing what to make of 
them, pass the difficulty sub stlentio. Those who 
have ventured an explanation only render the 
obscurity more dense. For instance, Mr. Singer 
interprets the meaning to be, “ From the time of 
my committing this offence, you might persist in 
sinning with safety.” To suppose that Shakespeare 
could have written such puerile stuff as this ! 
To me it appears almost certain the original 
read— 
Isa. Yes, he would quit thee from this rank offence 
So to offend himself. 
The “rank offence” being, of course, the offence 
for which Claudio was under sentence of death. 
This is not the only instance where sheer 
nonsense has been attributed to Shakespeare 
through the misprinting of “g” for “ q.”

DR. EDWIN NORRIS. 

THe death is announced of Dr. Edwin Norris, 
one of our most eminent linguists, and one of the 
founders of Assyriology. Born 24th October, 1795, 
he died on the 10thinst. Having at an early period 
devoted himself to the study of some of the 
obscurer branches of philology, he published 
successively Grammars of the Fulah and Bornu 
languages ; further, a Tahitian translation of por- 
tions of the Bible; besides contributing numerous 
papers on philological, ethnological, palzeographical, 
and other subjects, to the T'’ransactions of various 
learned Societies, and editing and translating ‘ The 
Cornish Drama.’ But the principal work of his 
life lay in the direction of Cuneiform studies. 
It was he who first assisted Sir Henry Rawlin- 
son in bringing out, through the liberality of the 
Trustees of the British Museum, the first two 
of the Cuneiform Records, principally 
those of the British Museum, but including also 
many others, such as the well-known monolith of 
Sargon, from Cyprus. It was he, further, who alone 
set to work on the stupendous undertaking of com- 
piling and completing the first Assyrian Dictionary, 
of which the third part has but lately been issued, 
and of which we hope the printing will continue 
without delay. With this work, though it be 
necessarily imperfect as yet, the foundations are 
laid for a systematic investigation of a subject 
from which so many scholars, and nearly all 
Germany, have hitherto strangely kept aloof with 
distrust,—the labours of Sir Henry Rawlinson, 


| Messrs. Oppert, Hincks, Fox Talbot, Ménant,

in her discoueries of dishonor: in few, bestow’d 
her on her owne lamentation, which she yet weares 
for his sake: and he, a marble to her teares, is 
washed with them, but relents not.” 

Can any rational meaning be got from the words, 
“bestow’d her on her owne lamentation” beyond 
that expressed above, “left her in her tears”? 
Query, therefore, whether we should not read, 
“bestowed on her her gown of lamentation,” or 
“bestowed on her a lamentation gown” (i.e, a 
robe of mourning). In Whetstone’s ‘ Right Excel- 
lent and Famous History of Promos and Cas- 
sandra,’ the old play whence ‘ Measure for Measure’ 
is derived, the two females, Polina and Cassandra, 
who correspond to Juliet and Isabella, are both 
compelled by Promos ‘Angelo) to wear the “ weedes 
of shame,” and great stress is laid upon the circum- 
stance. Polina enters in one scene “in a blewe 
gowne, shadowed with a blacke sarcenet,” and 
refers to it thus :— 

Yet in my eare styll goes my passing bell, 

So ofte as I Andrugio’s death doo minde, 

So ofte as meu with poynted fingers tell 

Their friendes my faultes which by my weedes they finde. 
In like manner Cassandra, after yielding to the 
will of Promos to purchase her brother’s life, enters 
in “a blewe gowne shadowed with black”:— 

—— these weedes of shame 

Whose cognisance doth shewe that I have (fieshly) sin’d. 
We have here very possibly a key to the passage 
questioned. Shakespeare may at first have intended 
that Angelo, after accusing Mariana of dishonour, 
should add to his baseness by imposing on her a 
garb of penitence. There is nothing improbable 





He was for many years attached, in a linguistic 
capacity, to the India House and the Foreign 
Office, and held the honorary librarianship of 
the Asiatic Society to his death. Fate has in 
this respect been kinder to him than to other great 
philologists, such as Lord Strangford and Prof. 
Goldstucker, whom death has snatched away 
in their prime, and before they had been ena- 
bled to give to the world the full fruits of their 
invaluable and life-long labours. Those who knew 
the deceased personally, will not soon forget his 
extreme kindliness and modesty, while science 
loses in him one of her best and most genuine 
votaries.

W. W. Skeat; 2. ‘On Juvenal i. 155-157, 
by the Rev. Chr. Wordsworth; 3. ‘On the 
Origin of the Name “ Gypsey,”’ communicated 
by the Rev. A. H. Wratislaw. 

THE Babbage collection, comprising upwards 
of 2,500 worksand treatises on mathematicaland 
scientific subjects, is to be sold by private con- 
tract by Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge. 
It is to be hoped it will find a resting-place in 
a public institution. 

A quarto volume, containing the pedigrees 
of the leading Lancashire families, is in the 
press, and will shortly be issued. It will be 
uniform with the recently published new edi- 
tion of Baines's History of the County. 

Tue law library of the late Mr. Justice 
Willes was dispersed this week by Messrs. 
Hodgson. The following were among the 
lots :—Clark and Finelly, and Clark, 24 vols., 
68/.,—Macqueen, 4 vols., 68/.,—Moore’s, ditto, 
21 vols, 53/.,— Common Bench, the two 
series, 39 vols., 667.

Mr. Fercuson, of Carlisle, author of the 
‘Teutonic Name-System,’ and ‘The River- 
Names of Europe,’ has in the press a book on 
the Dialect of Cumberland, with a chapter on 
Place-Names. 

WE are glad to learn that Hans Christian 
Andersen has recovered from the serious ill- 
ness under which he has been suffering. His 
new volume of Fairy Tales, ‘Nye Eventyr og 
Historier,’ is reported to be having an extra- 
ordinary success in Denmark. 

Tue Early English Text Society will issue 
next week its last books for this year ; namely, 
in the Original Series, Part 1. of the early 
translation of ‘Palladius on Husbandrie,’ edited 
from the unique MS. in Colchester Castle, 
about 1420 a.p., by the Rev. Barton Lodge; 
in the Extra Series, ‘The Complaynt of Scot- 
land,’ about 1549 A.p., with an Introduction 
by its editor, Mr. James A. H. Murray, on the 
Political Condition of Scotland at the time, 
and the causes of that condition. 

M. Bracuet’s French Grammar is in the 
press, and will be published in the beginning 
of next January. An English translation of it, 
by Mr. Gustave Masson, of Harrow, and the 
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Rev. E. Brette, Head French Master at Christ’s 
Hospital, will appear as soon as possible. 

M. tv Appfé Houssaye, one of the most dis- 
tinguished members of the Paris clergy, has 
just published the first instalment of a Life of 
Cardinal de Bérulle, so well known as a 
diplomatist, and also as having founded the 
French Oratory. The principal feature of this 
work consists in the Cardinal’s correspondence 
relating to the marriage of Charles the First 
with the Princess Henrietta of France. Several 
letters forming part of this series, which had 
never been printed before, will appear in the 
second volume. 

Mr. GRUNEISEN, who for twenty years has 
been the Secretary of the Conservative Land 
Society, has resigned his office, and now 
purposes to complete certain political and 
musical works he has had some time in hand. 

Dr. Strauss’s new work, ‘Old and New 
Faith, has gone through three large editions 
in two months. 

A LARGE edition, handsomely illustrated, 
of the collected volumes of the Comte de 

Jeauvoir’s ‘ Voyages and Travels round the 
World,’ will shortly appear at Paris. 

M. AmproisE Frrmin-Drp0T has been elected 
Member of the Académie des Inscriptions et 
Belles-Lettres, in the place of M. de Cherrier. 
He obtainedtwenty-three out of thirty-six votes. 

Pror. ZELLER’s ‘ History of German Philo- 
sophy since the Time of Leibnitz’ has ap- 
peared. 

GeNnERAL Trocav has finished a work with 
the title of ‘Mes Mémoires Militaires.’ 

M. Emre Oxtivier, besides writing ‘Une 
Visite & la Chapelle des Medicis: Dialogue 
entre Michel Ange et Raphaél,’ has also finished 
a work which treats of Macchiavelli and Guic- 
ciardini. 

A ure of Dr. Richard Rothe, the author of 
‘Theologische Ethik,’ founded on, and with a 
selection from, his correspondence, by Dr. F. 
Nippold, is in the press, and will appear early 
in the new year. . 

Messrs. Hacaerte’s series of dictionaries 
has recently been increased by the publication 
of M. Ludovic Lalanne’s ‘ Dictionnaire Histo- 
rique de la France.’ This compilation, extending 
over 1,840 pages, printed in double columns, 
contains biographical, chronological, genea- 
logical, and geographical details. 


A votumME of ‘Lettres Inédites du Roi 
Henri IV. au Chancelier de Belliévre,’ from 
February, 1581, to September, 1601, published 
from the MSS. of the Bibliothéque Nationale, 
has been brought out. 


Amonast recently published French works 
are—the ‘Inventaire des Livres et du 
Mobilier de Bernard de Béarn, Batard de 
Commenge (1497),’ by MM. Desbarreaux- 
Bernard and Ad. Baudoin, the Ms. of which 
was discovered by M. Baudoin; and ‘Le 
Chansonnier Hughenot du XVI° Siecle,’ 
edited by M. H. Bordier, an important con- 
tribution to the literary history of France. 


A SINGULAR revolution, one that really in- 
volves a turning round, has taken place in 
the nationality movement in the East. This 
was actively promoted by the Greeks, in the 
last century, with Russian aid, in order to 
dividethe Christians from the Turks, the Greeks, 
by means of the Greek Church, affecting to 
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represent the Greek Christians, and, indeed, all 
the Christians of the Empire. The upshot has 
been that the separate nationalities, professing 
the orthodox faith, having accepted the doctrine 
of nationality, have successively acquired a 
national church organization. The Greeks, in 
Turkey, thus reduced to their natural pro- 
portions, are placed in a small minority by the 
demand for organization made by the Bulga- 
rians. Under these circumstances, the Greeks 
have started the doctrine that it is schismatic 
to claim ecclesiastical organization on grounds 
of nationality, race, or language, and a council, 
covertly got together at Constantinople, has 
excommunicated the Bulgarians and _ their 
Bishops. This, in its effect, makes more com- 
plete the separation of the Bulgarians, and 
stimulates their national aspirations. 

One of Mr. Triibner’s contributions to his 
Literary Record is a curious list of books 
published in the Punjab and Delhi lately. 
They show a living zeal for Arabic learning. 
There are many large treatises on law and 
theology, chiefly by Sunnees, and, besides 
grammars, there is an expensive dictionary. 
Persian is less studied. We note two Pushtoo 
books printed at Lahore, one the everlasting 
‘Joseph and Zuleikha’; a book of songs in 
Hindi is worth noting, and there is one of 
religious songs. 

Prov. G. SterHENs, of Copenhagen, has 
now in hand, for the third volume of 
his ‘Runic Monuments of Scandinavia and 
England, copies of twenty-six freshly dis- 
covered Old Norse Runic monuments, all 
found in Scandinavia or England. 


THE new periodical, La Cornelia, intended 
for and written by Italian women, which was 
announced to appear last year, has at length 
been published, and will be issued every fort- 
night. The editorship is held by Signora 
Aurelia Cimino Folliero La Luna.

ARCTIC EXPLORATIONS, 


Mr. GoscuHeEn and the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer will receive a deputation of old Arctic 
officers and men of science on Monday, the 16th 
of December, with reference to the renewal by 
England of North Polar Exploration. The depu- 
tation will probably consist of Sir Henry Rawlin- 
son, the Earl of Derby, Dr. Carpenter (President 
of the British Association), Dr. Hooker, Sir John 
Lubbock, Sir George Back, Admiral Collinson, 


.Admiral Ommanney, Capt. Sherard Osborn, and 


Mr. Clements Markham. 

The year 1872 closes on some stirring work up 
in the far North, and the next year may see Arctic 
exploration resumed with all the zest of former 
times. No news has arrived from either Hall’s 
American Expedition to Smith’s Sound, or from 
the Austrian Expedition to the Siberian Sea, 
further than what we have already recorded. Some 
of their dogs had already died, and they had en- 
countered thick ice along the western coast of 
Novai Semlai, but otherwise found the sea to the 
eastward remarkably open. The maps of Novai 
Semlai, as a rule, have been found incorrect, but 
of late many additions have been made to them. 
Dr. Petermann records an interesting fact regard- 
ing the newly-discovered Gulf Stream Islands, 
the two largest of which have been named in 
honour of Dr. Robert Brown and Prof. Hellwald. 
On the very spot where they are now situated the 
Dutch, in 1594, found soundings (a sand-bank) in 
eighteen fathoms. They are now barren sandy 
islands, scattered with iceberg débris, rocks, &c. 
Here, then, we have the very important fact that 





the land has risen more than one hundred feet 
within the last three hundred years. That the 
coast of Spitzbergen is rising is well known; 
indeed, the whalers declare that the reason why 
the right whale (Balena mysticetus) is no longer a 
member of the Fauna of that country, though at 
one time killed in every bay in such enormous 
numbers, is that the sea around Spitzbergen is 
now too shallow for its tastes. At all events, the 
Swedes do not include this species among the 
Spitzbergen marine mammals. Considerable 
anxiety is felt regarding the safety of the Gladan 
and Onkle Adam, which took out stores for the 
Swedish Polhem Expedition, which have been 
detained, along with a considerable fleet of Nor- 
wegian sealers, in the ice. The Polhem was, of 
course, prepared for wintering, but the other 
vessels were not. The Government has despatched 
the steamer Albert, under the command of Capt. 
Otto, to endeavour to rescue them ; but great fears 
are entertained whether it is now possible to 
penetrate the firm ice which must have formed for 
many miles around Spitzbergen. The only other 
Arctic news of any importance is that Herr E. R. 
von Trautvetter has published a florula of Novai 
Semlai (‘Conspectus Flore Insularum Nowaja 
Semlja ’), from the collections of Baer’s Expedition 
of 1837 and Meddendorf’s in 1870. In all one 
hundred and five species of plants are recorded, 
sixty-seven of which are also found in Spitzbergen. 
In Spitzbergen one hundred and thirteen species 
of flowering plants are recorded by the Swedish 
Expeditions. Otto Nordstedt has also published 
(in the Ofersight of the Swedish Academy) an 
account of the Desmidiaceze of Bear Island and 
Spitzbergen, from the collections of 1868 and 1870. 


MRS, SOMERVILLE. 
Naples, Dec. 5, 1872. 

Tue death of Mrs. Somerville, at the advanced 
age of ninety-two, will create no surprise. She was 
full of years as she was full of honours ; but the 
world will regret the loss of one who shed a lustre 
on her sex. You will receive from other sources 
a much fuller memorial of Mrs. Somerville, espe- 
cially of her literary life, than I can offer, but as 
one who had the privilege of her acquaintance, I 
cannot abstain from giving you some personal 
reminiscence of so distinguished a woman. She was 
born on December 26, 1780, so that had she lived 
a month longer, she would have entered on her 
ninety-second year. For several years she had re- 
sided in the Riviera di Chiaja, in this city. The 
climate agreed with her, and perhaps she was in- 
debted to it for that degree of strength which 
she retained to the last. “I am pretty well, 
for an old lady who has entered on her ninety-first 
year,” was the answer she returned to me on a 
comparatively recent visit; and then, followed 
close by one of her devoted daughters, she walked 
across her room to her chair. Full of the spright- 
liness of youth, she took the deepest interest in 
passing events, and her friends will not soon forget 
the intentness with which she watched the various 
changes in Vesuvius. The early part of every day 
she devoted to reading and writing ; and in the 
early part of this year she spent two or three hours 
every morning in her favourite study—that of 
mathematics. In the afternoon she received visi- 
tors, and many were those who went to do her 
homage. Though her mind was generally occu- 
pied with abstruse studies, yet so great were the 
simplicity and geniality of her character, that she 
could condescend to the humblest subjects, and 
amuse childhood by prattling about its toys. 
Two years have passed since she told me that she 
was writing the history of her life ; “ but do not 
speak of it,” she said, “as I may never live to com- 
plete it.” Her death has now, however, absolved 
me from my obligation, and in January last she 
wrote to me, saying, “ You ask me about my auto- 
biography. I always find something to add to it, 
but it will not be published till after my death.” 
It will be no violation of delicacy to give an ex- 
tract from still a later letter, as it illustrates the 
breadth of her sympathies, and may promote the 
cause which she had so much at heart. “You 
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must be aware of the atrocious barbarity of the 
Italians to animals, which is a disgrace to the 
country. Iam requested to take a part in their 
favour, which I do with my whole heart ; and there- 
fore I apply to you for aid in this difficult affair.” 
Thus wrote one who was approaching the termina- 
tion of a life which had been devoted to the 
abstrusest mental pursuits — pursuits, however, 
which in her were not incompatible with her 
known sympathy with all God’s creatures, or with 
that genial simplicity which won even childhood. 
She has gone to her rest, but her praise will long 
survive her, and her name be honoured by many 
generations. H. W. 


THE SALARIES OF SCIENTIFIC MEN, 


Tue Civil Service Commissioners are advertising 
for a clerk for the Curator of the Gardens, and a 
second assistant in the Herbarium of Kew Gardens, 
to be selected by open competition. The former 
must be “familiar with gardening and gardening 
accounts.” The second is to “show from previous 
training that he possesses sufficient skill in the 
dealing with Herbarium specimens, in the use of 
the microscope, and in discriminating between 
species and varieties of plants.” The gardener’s 
clerk, who is only required to have qualifications 
common to many English and most Scotch gardeners, 
is to havea salary of 100/. a-year, rising to 200]. The 
young scientific botanist, who is expected to be 
skilful in one of the most abstruse subjects of 
botanical science, viz., the “ discrimination between 
species and varieties of plants,” a subject upon 
which the most experienced and the most scientific 
botanists do not agree, is to have a salary of 601, 
rising to a 100/.! The wording of the qualifica- 
tions required is scarcely such as ought to be put 
forth by the Civil Service Commissioners, as the 
decision as to the qualifications and judgment of 
the candidate would depend upon which of the two 
sections of botanists the examiner belongs, whether 
he is what is known in technical language as a 
“Jumper” or a “splitter” ; for the reply that one 
would consider good, and accept, the other 
would consider bad, and reject. Thus, for example, 
if Mr. Bentham and Mr. Miers, gentlemen who 
have studied and written on the species of plants 
for more than a third of a century, were asked to 
define the discrimination between species and 
varieties of plants, their replies would be as far as 
the poles asunder. 

In a late competition for a second assistant for 
Kew Herbarium, there were several candidates. 
The following is the history of three of them, whom 
we will call A, B,andC. <A obtained the situation 
at Kew, and had his 60/. a-year. 3B, who failed, 
has just been appointed Curator of the Museum of 
a Society, with a salary of 150]. a-year, with 
shorter hours, and is away on a Saturday afternoon. 
C is appointed a transcriber or junior assistant in 
a department of the British Museum, with a salary 
of 901., rising to 180/. a-year. 

Dr. Gray, in his letter to the British Association 
on the “ Salaries of Scientific Men,” in September, 
1856, truly observes :—“ Now it is my decided 
opinion that it is not the Government that is to 
blame for the low degree of consideration mani- 
fested for the scientific employés of the nation, but 
that their position is entirely due to a want of 
sympathy on the part of the honorary leaders in 
science towards their professional brethren.” 

Thus we see that a Society pays its Curator a fair 
remuneration, while the sum offered to a young 
scientific man, whose parents must have spent a 
considerable sum on his education, is less than that 
paid to many artisans of the lower classes. Indeed, 
we hear of workmen striking who receive 2/. a 
week. F. R. 

PASSAGE OF SHOOTING STARS, 
Aumale, Alger, Nov. 30, 1872. 

On the evening of Wednesday, November 27th’ 
at 64 hrs., being at the Caravan Sérail Inkerman, 
twenty miles north-west of the oasis Bon Sada, in 
this province. '#t. 5° 10’ N. and long. 1° 55’ E. of 
Paris, and 7 towards the clear sky to 
judge of the 48 weather, I witnessed with 
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astonishment, and, in the shortest space, a number, 
that seemed infinite, of shooting stars, descending 
from every side of the heaven and falling into the 
west. Ina compass of sky which might at once 
be visible, there fell, perhaps, two in a second, or 
some hundred every minute. One or two per 
minute left after them a somewhat long or shorter 
wake of transitory light resembling the passage of 
rockets. I have seen several times, in the short 
space of my observation, five or six in the same 
instant become visible and fall together. At two 
hours before dawn, being again abroad to continue 
the journey, the principal stars then shining 
through a thin haze, I have not seen any one more 
of them. The record may, perhaps, interest 
astronomers. D 
Naples, Nov. 30, 1872. 

I send you the Report of the star-shower which 
fell on the night of the 27th inst., of Prof. 
Gasparis, the director of the Specola Reale of 
Naples, which has since been published :—“ Yes- 
terday evening, the 27th inst., about 7 P.M., was 
observed the unexpected spectacle of a most copious 
shower of falling stars. We shall be within limits 
in giving their number at two every second, or 
7,200 every hour. Included amongst these are 
the meteors remarkable for their light, some leaving 
traces behind. It was marvellous to behold four, 
five, and at times even more, dart out from one 
and the same region and pursue almost parallel 
paths. The immense number of the meteors ren- 
dered it easy to determine the point from which 
their orbits appeared to leave. Thus the position 
was calculated at being very near the star y of An- 
dromeda, at 23° of right ascension, and 43° of 
declination. The phenomenon maintained the 
same intensity up to 9 p.M., when the observa- 
tions were interrupted by clouds which covered the 
sky. This morning, at 3 a.M., some continued to 
appear, and at 4 A.M. all was finished. This me- 
teoric spectacle, which for its copiousness takes its 
place amongst the most remarkable, is not to be 
confounded with that of the falling stars of No- 
vember 13, whose point of departure (?) (radiante) 
is completely different, and cannot, apparently, be 
confounded with the anticipated return of the 
period from the 5th to the 15th of December. The 
new astronomical theory, which explains the cosmic 
origin of falling stars, is the glory entirely of Italy; 
and the Royal Astronomical Society of London 
rewarded with the gold medal the learned dis- 
coverer, Schiaparelli, director of the Specola 
(observatory) of Milan. After that discovery, 
the astronomers of Europe and America have 
striven with greater ardour to collect data and 
observations, and for two years stations have been 
established in our states where contemporaneous 
observations are made. In the present instance, 
the data, which have no doubt been gathered in 
other parts of Europe and America, will furnish 
better elements for formulating a judgment on the 
causes which produced this unforeseen shower, 
nay, deluge of falling stars.” BW.

sent out in connexion with Dr. Livingstone, hag 
left England since the last meeting, Lieut. Grang 

(in command of the Congo Expedition) having left 
Liverpool on the 30th ult., and Lieut. Cameron 
who is to enter Africa vid Zanzibar, being expected 
to arrive that day, ex route, in company with Sir 
Bartle Frere, at Alexandria.—News of two im- 
portant Australian journeys of exploration had also 
recently been received from the Governor of South 
Australia, both despatched to examine the great 
area of unknown country between the line of tele- 
graph and Swan River. One of the Expeditions 
was equipped by the Governwent of South Aus- 
tralia, and was under the command of Mr, W. 
Gosse; the other was a _ private enterprise, 
equipped by Mr. Elder, and furnished with 
camels. Both would start from the permanent 
stations on the line of telegraph, nearly in the 
centre of the continent, and proceed westwards, 
along routes more than one hundred miles apart.— 
The following paper was read :—‘ Survey for a 
Line of Railway across the Pampas from Buenos 
Ayres, and over the Planchon Pass,’ by Mr. R. 
Crawford. By order of the Buenos Ayrean Go- 
vernment, survey parties were occupied in 1871-2, 
under Mr. Crawford, in surveying a southern route 
across the Andes, about 140 miles to the south of 
the usual route vid the Uspallata Pass. One party 
advanced from the Chilian side, and the other 
from the Pampas. Before reaching the main crest 
of the Cordillera, an easterly ridge had to be 
crossed, and this was found to be wholly imprac- 
ticable ; so a route was sought by a long detour, 
along the valleys of various tributaries of the Rio 
Grande. In this way a practicable route for a 
railway was found, leading to and over the 
Planchon Pass, the height of which was determined 
to be 8,225 feet above the sea-level. The treeless 
character of the Eastern slopes of the Andes in 
these latitudes was remarked on, and also the 
existence of a strip of utterly barren desert some 
hundreds of miles in width, in the western part of 
the Pampas.

Society or ANTIQUARIES.—Dec. 5.—F. Ouvry, 
Esq., Treas., in the chair—The Rev. W. 0. 
Lukis communicated a paper ‘On Erroneous 
Views prevailing respecting the Construction 
of French Chambered Barrows,’ intended to be 
the first of two or three papers ‘On Rude 
Stone Monuments.’ He showed that the erro- 
neous views are due to careless observation, 
and the employment of inaccurate language in 
describing the monuments. Misconceptions also 
arise from authors repeating the errors of pre- 
vious writers. The author’s chief object was to 
correct three prevailing errors :—1. That some of 
the tombs were always, as now, “ free-standing,” 
2. ¢., formed of upright stones, supporting flat roofs, 
as we now see them, standing on the natural sur- 
face, wholly exposed, never having had any 
artificial envelopment of earth. 2. That some of 
the tombs had their roofing slabs always, as now, 
supported at one end on one or more uprights, and 
the other end resting on the ground. These have 
been denominated by French antiquaries “demi- 
dolmens,” and by English “ earth-fast dolmens.” 
3. That some stone chambers were erected on the 
top of their artificial mounds, and were always 
partly or wholly exposed to view. The paper was 
illustrated with large diagrams drawn to scale. 
Mr. Lukis criticized Mr. Fergusson’s ‘ Rude Stone 
Monuments in all Countries,’ in so far as it relates 
to French monuments, and pointed out where he 
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considered that author was manifestly wrong, both 
in the descriptions of monuments and in the con- 
clusions he drew from them. 





ArcumoLocicaL InstiTuTE.—Dec. 6.—Mr. O. 
Morgan, M.P. and V.P., in the chair.—By per- 
mission of Mr. Cardwell, the gold ornament lately 
found at Chatham by the Royal Engineers was 
exhibited. In some “Notes” upon it, Mr. C. 
Roach Smith suggested that it was of the Celtic 
period, and one of those objects in which their use 
as personal ornaments was combined with the 

urposes of barter. In its present form it might 

ye served as an armilla, but it was now imper- 
fect and had obviously been larger. It weighs 
22 oz. 4 dwts., and resembles a small finely twisted 
rope, half-an-inch in diameter in its thickest part, 
and five-twelfths of an inch at the smallest end. 
If spread out lengthwise it would be 123 inches 
long.—The Rev. Dr. V. French read a memoir ‘ On 
the Monumental Brasses of Huntingdonshire.’-— 
Mr. Fortnum exhibited a selection of 78 finger- 
rings from his ‘Dactyliotheca,’ ranging from the 
third to the eighteenth century ; also a brass and 
copper tobacco-box, inscribed “ W. Fortnom, May 
1st, 1735,” which had been found in the tim- 
bers of an old East India ship when broken up.— 
The Hon. W. O. Stanley, M.P., sent some 
drawings of a cromlech at Trefigueth, Anglesey, 
together with some “ Notes” upon the structure, 
which appeared to controvert some statements 
made by Mr. Fergusson in his ‘Rude Stone 
Monuments.’—Mr. Albert Way sent a photo- 
h of a sword inscribed “ Edwardus Prins 
Angliw,” which had been discovered in the neigh- 
bourhood of Hull, and which was formerly at 
Armethwaite Castle, near Carlisle —The Chairman 
exhibited an official chamberlain’s key of Charles, 
Elector-Palatine, 1680-1685. On one side of the 
bow is the crowned lion of the Palatinate, on 
the other the name of Charles, in a complex cipher. 
Also enamel portrait of Caroline Matilda, Queen 
of Denmark, sister of George the Third, the unhappy 
consort of Christian the Seventh, King of Den- 
mark, and the victim of the Struensee plot.— 
Dr. Carne exhibited a darge original roll of 
Ministers’ Accounts for Rhymney and other places 
in the lordship of Newport, South Wales, 13-14 
Hen. 6, upon which the Chairman, Mr. Burtt, and 
others made some remarks,—The Hon. W. Egerton, 
M.P., sent three weapons of an early Indian type, 
a sword of peculiar form and ornamentation, a 
large executioner’s sword, and a dagger, upon 
which he forwarded some “ Remarks,” and Col. 
Lane Fox also made some observations.—The Rev. 
J. F. Russell brought the wedding-ring of Hannah 
Fuller née Meadows, on the inside of which are 
two hearts engraved, and “ H. F., May 17, 1739.” 
—Mr. J.G. Waller sent for exhibition an original 
document lately found in the walls of Hoo Church, 
Kent, in the course of works going on there. It 
is a power of attorney by Thomas Cobham to give 
seisin of land at St. Werburgh, Kent, to William 
Banaster, in the fifth year of Edward the Fourth. 
The brass of Thomas Cobham exists in the church, 
together with that of his wife, dated in the same 
year as the deed. 





ZooLocicaL.—Dec. 3.—Viscount Walden, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—The Secretary read a Report 
on the additions made to the Society’s collection 
during October and November, amongst which were 
particularly noticed a Nippon Ibis (Ibis Nippon), 
and other birds, presented by Mr. R. Swinhoe.— 
Mr. P. L. Sclater exhibited a nest of the Tigereta 
(Milvulus tyrannus), containing one egg of that 
bird and nine of the parasitic Molothrus Bona- 
riensis, sent by Mr. W. H. Hudson.—Mr. H. E. 
Dresser exhibited a series of skins of eagles of 
Europe and India. Mr. Dresser has come to the 
conclusion that three good species had hitherto been 
included under the name of the imperial eagle, 
four under that of the spotted eagle, and two under 
the name of the tawny eagle.—Papers and com- 
munications were read: by Prof. Owen, ‘On the 
Osteology of the Marsupialia, being the fourth of 
his series of papers on this subject,—from Mr. 





R. B. Sharpe, ‘ On the Ornithology of Madagascar,’ 
—from Dr. J. E. Gray, ‘On the Fossane of Mada- 
gascar (Fossa d’Aubentonii), of which animal the 
British Museum had recently received specimens, 
—from Dr. Gray, ‘On a Terrapin from British 
Columbia,’ which had been presented to the British 
Museum by J. K. Lord, Esq., as the Actinemys 
marmorata of Agassiz,—from Sir V. Brooke, Bart., 
‘On a new species of Antelope from the River 
Gambia, living in the Society’s Menagerie,’ which he 
proposed to call Nanotragus nigri-caudatus,— 
from Dr. A. Giinther, on a hitherto unpublished 
drawing in the Buchanan-Hamilton collection, 
representing Barbus Beavani,—from Mr. A. Garrett, 
of Tahiti, on two new species of Separatista ; on 
two new species of Czecum, from the Viti Islands ; 
and on a new species of Scissurella, from the Pan- 
motu Islands. 





EntTomoLoaicaL. — Dec. 2. — Prof. Westwood» 
M.A., President, in the chair.—The following gen- 
tlemen were elected :—M. Henri de Saussure, o 
Geneva, as Honorary Member; M. E. Pictet, of 
Geneva, as Foreign Member; and Messrs. A. 
Phipson and G. H. Bird as Ordinary Members.— 
Prof. Westwood exhibited a drawing of a variety 
of Pyrameis cardui, captured many years since on 
Margate Sands.—Mr. Bond exhibited several 
curious varieties of British lepidoptera, including 
a female Lycena (gon, in which the wings on 
one side were coloured as in the male, Acronycta 
megacephala, Notodonta dodonea, &c. He also 
exhibited Anomalon fasciatum, a species of 
Ichneumonide, new to Britain, bred by Mr. Mit- 
ford from larve of a supposed variety of Lasio- 
campa trifolii.—Mr. F. Smith, in answer to a 
question put to him by Major Munn, as to whether 
queen-bees sting, stated that he had never been 
stung by one ; and Prof. Westwood said this was 
also his experience—Mr. Champion exhibited 
Thyamis distinguenda, Rye, and Lithocais picea, 
Kraatz, two beetles new to Britain—Mr. Muller 
read notes ‘On the Manner in which the Ravages 
of a Nematus on Salix cinerea are checked by 
Picromerus bidens,—Mr. Dunning read ‘ Suppie- 
mentary Notes on the genus Acentropus,—Mr. 
Baly sent the first portion of a Catalogue of the 
Phytophagous Coleoptera of Japan, partly drawn 
up from materials collected by Mr. G. Lewis,— 
Mr. F. Bates communicated descriptions of new 
species of Tenebrionidwe,—and Mr. R. Trimen sent 
descriptions of new South African Butterflies. 





CuemicaL. — Dec. 5.— Dr. Frankland, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—Amongst the new Members 
who were elected, was Mr. K. H. Yoshida, a 
Japanese gentleman.—The first two papers read 
were, ‘On Hypophosphites,’ and ‘ On the Reducing 
Power of Phosphorous and Hypophosphorous Acid 
and their Salts,’ by Prof. C. Rammelsberg.—A 
communication, by Prof. A. H. Church, entitled 
‘New Analyses of certain Mineral Arseniates and 
Phosphates,’ followed, giving the results of his 
examination of the minerals,. Fluor-apatite Arse- 
niosiderite, Childrenite, Ethlite, Tyrolite, and 
Wavellite—The last paper was, ‘On the Con- 
dition of the Hydrogen occluded by Palladium, 
as indicated by the Specific Heat of the charged 
Metal,’ by Messrs. W. C. Roberts and C. R. A. 
Wright; being an account of their recent ex- 
periments on the specific heat of palladium 
charged with hydrogen. This interesting com- 
pound, which was discovered by the late Prof. 
Graham, and supposed by him to be an alloy of 
palladium and hydrogen, is obtained on making 
metallic palladium the negative pole in the elec- 
trolysis of water acidulated with sulphuric acid. 
The authors find, however, that the charged metal 
cannot be regarded as a true alloy of the two 
elements, 





Microscoricaut.— Dec. 4.—W. R. Parker, Pre- 
sident, in the chair.—A new form of Micro-spec- 
troscope was exhibited and described by Mr. E. J. 
Gayer.—The author claims for his invention the 
following advantages—more light, more dispersive

PuiLoLoagicaL.— Dec. 6.—A. J. Ellis, Esq., Pre- 
sident, in the chair.—Dr. R. Morris read a paper ‘On 
Eccentricities in English’—Mr. Wedgwood then 
read a paper of Miscellaneous Etymologies, com- 
prising several instances of words commonly de- 
rived from the name of a supposed inventor or 
os of origin. The name of the strong sweet beer 

nown throughout the North of Europe as Mum, 
which is commonly derived from a certain Christian 
Mumme of Biervliet, the supposed inventor, was 
explained from the exclamation, “Mum! mum !” 
provincially used in Sweden to express admiration 
of good liquor, analogous to the “hum” of appro- 
bation in use among ourselves in times not long 
gone by. Thus the name of Mum would be 
equivalent to our own “humming ale” or “good hum- 
ming strong beer,” that raised a hum of approba- 
tion. The name of hum was given to some kind 
of liqueur in the seventeenth century. We learn 
from Dr. Kingsley that wm! um! um! is used as 
an exclamation of admiration among the islanders 
of the Pacific. Another of the words treated was 
windlas, formerly used in the sense of a compass, 
circuit, or digression, as well as a winding engine, 
the final syllable of which was shown to bea modi- 
fication of the A.S. termination -els or -else, seen 
in smerels, ointment, redelse, a riddle ; correspond- 
ing to the German -sel or -sal in rathsel, schicksal, 
&c. The meaning of the element is of the same 
general nature as that of the termination -ing. 
Mr. Wedgwood also dealt with It. campana, 
Fr. sombrer, E. gallipot, quandary, conundrum, 
douche, &c.

Tue Scientific Expedition which is now quitting 
our shores in H.M.S. Challenger promises, in its 
results, to be one of the most important that has 
ever been sent forth from the British Isles. Under 
the direction of Prof. Wyville Thomson, following 
out the suggestions of the Royal Society, it is 
intended, during a voyage round the globe, which 
is expected to last four years, to carry out an ex- 
tended system of ocean soundings and deep dredg- 
ings, with a view to a more perfect knowledge of 
the physical and biological conditions of our great 
oceans. A chemical examination of the oceanic 
waters is to be continuously made, the specific 
gravities, and temperatures at varying depths, to 
be systematically ascertained; the velocity and 
drifts of the Gulf- and other great currents, at 
different depths, are to be measured; a series of 
magnetic observations carried out with the most 
ae instruments. In addition to these matters, 
the zoology and botany of those countries least 
known to us are to be carefully studied. The 
ship is fitted up with an analyzing-room, a photo- 
graphic-room, and every appliance necessary for the 





complete investigation of all the great physical 
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phenomena of the Earth’s surface. Dredging 
operations will be commenced in the Bay of Bis- 
cay, and continued through the whole length of the 
Atlantic Ocean; they will then be extended over 
the wide space of the Pacific Ocean, from Kamts- 
chatka to the Antarctic Cirle. We hope to publish 
some letters from a member of the Expedition. 


A most useful paper was read on Tuesday, the 
26th of November, at the Manchester Geological 
Society, by the President, Mr. J. Knowles, ‘On 
Fires in Goal- Mines. The interest of the com- 
munication consisted in directing attention to the 
fact that a recent fire in the Ram’s Mine Colliery, 
at Pendleton, was rapidly extinguished by throw- 
ing jets of water on to the burning mass by small 
engines, so as to insure the conversion of the water 
into steam. “Owing to the generation of steam, 
the fire was choked,” although it had extended 
about sixty yards, and had consumed the coal to a 
depth of from two to three feet. 


To account for the phenomena of the elevation 
and subsidence of different parts of the earth’s sur- 
face, Capt. F. W. Hutton, of the Geological Survey 
of New Zealand, has lately revived certain theories 
enunciated many years ago by the late Sir J. 
Herschel and Mr. Babbage. The surface of the 
earth is maintained in position by three forces—its 
own weight, the support of the inner mass, and 
the lateral thrust of the various portions against 
one another. Let any one of these forces be suffi- 
ciently changed in intensity to overcome the 
rigidity of the crust, and equilibrium must at once 
be disturbed. According to Capt. Hutton, the 
principal agent of this disturbance, and, therefore, 
the main cause of all the changes which have taken 
place on the earth’s surface, is to be found in the 
gradual deposition of sedimentary deposits, form- 
ing new strata. He maintains that “deposits no 
thicker than we know some formations to be, 
spread over areas of moderate extent, are capable, 
under favourable circumstances, of producing higher 
mountains than any we know at present.” 

Some valuable researches ‘On the Nutrition of 
Muscular and Pulmonary Tissues in Health and 
when affected by Phthisis, have been undertaken 
by Dr. W. Marcet. These researches tend to 
show that emaciation in consumption is mainly 
‘due to the blood not being in a proper condition 
to supply nutritive material to the muscular tissue ; 
that the colloid constituents of the muscles are 
in a less colloid condition than they would be 
in healthy flesh; and that the tubercular forma- 
tion in diseased lungs actually undergoes nutrition, 
and is, therefore, an abnormal growth. 

Mr. Morsy is publishing an English edition 
of some German maps photographed from raised 
models. 

WE have received Part ITJ., No. 11, of the Journal 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, and the Proceed- 
ings of the Society for June, July, and August. 
‘The Journal contains some good natural history 
papers. Notices of several important contributions 
to natural science and to the antiquities of India 
are to be found in the Proceedings. 


New gunpowders have been in fashion of late. 
We are now told that a gunpowder possessing very 
great projectile power, has been adopted (?) by the 
Prussian Artillery. Nitre and sawdust are mixed 
together in certain proportions ; in this state it is 
kept without risk. When required for use, as 
much sulphuric acid is added as will make the 
sawdust cohere—when dried, the powder is ready 
for use. This appears to us to be but a very rough 
way of making bad gunpowder. 

Inthe Annals and Magazine of Natural History 
for December, the Rev. O. P. Cambridge describes 
two curious blind spiders, discovered among de- 
eayed leaves in Ceylon. It is well known that 
many creatures inhabiting caves are destitute of 
vision, the eyes having probably become obsolete 
after many generations of disuse in the absence 
of light; but it is believed that the new spiders 
are the first known instances of any blind creatures 
living above ground. Perhaps the eyes in this 
ease, have become useless, and have hence dis- 





appeared, through these spiders being hidden from 
light under decaying vegetable matter. The blind 
arachnids have received the appropriate generic 
name of Nyctalops. 

A yew half-yearly mining periodical, in Dutch, 
has been officially published, under the title of 
Jaarboek van het Mijnwezen in Nederlandsch Oost- 
Indié. The first part of these Annals of Mining 
in the Dutch East Indies contains some excellent 
papers on the Mining and Metallurgy of Tin in 
the Island of Banca. 

Dr. Draper, of New York, has contributed to 
the December number of the Philosophical Maga- 
zine a memoir ‘On the Distribution of Chemical 
Force in the Spectrum,’ being a continuation of his 
“Researches in Actino-Chemistry.” The author 
objects to the ordinary tripartite arrangement of 
the spectrum, and seeks to show that actinic in- 
fluences are not restricted to the more highly 
refrangible rays, but extend over every part of the 
spectrum, visible and invisible. He lays down 
the further proposition, that the special ray effec- 
tive in producing chemical or molecular change in 
a given substance is determined by the absorptive 
property of that substance. 

From an article, by Mr. R. Holland, ‘On Mon- 
strous Plants in 1872, it appears that fewer 
monstrosities have been seen during this year than 
usual, contrary to the supposition that a very wet 
season is favourable to abnormal growth in most 
plants. 

A new and important process of “tinning” by 
electricity has been brought into successful opera- 
tion in Birmingham. By this process any metal, 
it appears, but zinc, can be coated with a very 
white metal of great brilliancy, of which tin forms 
the principal element. The precipitation is effected 
as in the electrotype process. It is the intention 
of the company to tin in this way plates of iron 
and steel, and to use it as the layer upon which 
silver may be deposited, so that in ornamental 
articles, if the silver wear off, a pure white surface 
shall be still presented to the eye. 

Dr. T. Sterry Hunt has communicated to the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers an easy 
method of extracting the valuable metal bismuth 
from certain ores. The powdered ores are dissolved 
by heat in nitric acid. If the acid be in excess, 
it is partially neutralized by milk of lime, and 
then, after the addition of a little water, the bis- 
muth is precipitated as a dense oxychloride, which 
may be fused with black flux into pure metallic 
bismuth. For treating many of the poor sulphides 
of this metal the process is valuable. 

THE Comptes Rendus for November 18th con- 
tains, in addition to many chemical papers of much 
interest, a Memoir by Dr. Bouillard ‘On the Theory 
of the Production of Animal Heat.’ The whole 
question is most ably treated, and some new views 
are developed. 

Tue first Report ‘On Oxygen Gas Illumination, 
as introduced by Tessié du Motay, is published by 
M. F. Le Blanc, the Chief Inspector of Gas- 
works in Paris, in the Journal fiir Gasbelewchlung 
und Wasserversorgung, No. 19, for the present year. 


TuE contents of Les Mondes for November 28th 
are somewhat miscellaneous. M. Faye made some 
judicious remarks on the photographs of the moon 
taken by M. Lewis Rutherford, of the United 
States, on presenting copies of them to the Photo- 
graphic Society of France. These are published 
in Les Mondes, and a paper ‘On the Determination 
of the relative Proportions of Organic Matter in 
Good Drinking and Insalubrious Waters,’ together 
with several short notices of chemical investiga- 
tions. 

THE Annalen des Physikalischen Centralobserva- 
toriums of Russia, edited by Dr. H. Wild, for 1870, 
has been forwarded to us from St. Petersburg. It 
is a thick quarto volume, 600 pages of which are 
devoted to full returns of the ordinary meteoro- 
logical phenomena as observed over a wide range 
in Russia, and upwards of 100 pages are given to 
a careful record of the observed magnetic varia- 
tions. The evident care with which these obser- 





vations have been made, and the careful clearness 
with which they have been recorded, render this 
a volume of great importance. 

Tue South Australian Register of October 8th 
reports a preliminary meeting, held in Adelaide on 
the 17th of September, to consider the establish. 
ment of a university, “to furnish instruction ip 
all and every of the liberal arts and sciences, and 
to confer degrees in arts, law, and physic.” Ata 
subsequent meeting of full committee, it wag 
announced that Mr. Hughes “was willing to give 
20,0001. or 30,0007. towards the establishment of 
the university.” He would give 20,0001. certainly 
within eighteen months or two years from the pre- 
sent date.

ILLUSTRATED GIFT-BOOKS, 


Tue outside of a gift-book is the first part of it 
which ought to be looked at. We surveyed the 
binding of Murillo and the Spanish School of 
Painting, Illustrated, by W. B. Scott (Rout- 
ledge & Sons), with dismay, and felt deep sympathy 
with Mr. Scott, who must be horrified at the way 
in which his publisher has bound his book. The 
cover is a Renaissance one, with a faint touch of 
manner of Grolier, but the characteristics of that 
style of binding are vulgarized and degraded, and, 
oddly enough, they are associated with uncon- 
genial elements, such as a “realistic,” but very 
ill-drawn head of a man, intended, we presume, 
for Murillo. There is an easel stuck, one cannot 
guess why, behind a capital “ M,” which receives the 
shadows of a big strap or band that crosses the 
cover, and bears, in large Italian capitals, the 
title of the book. “Economy” has doubtless 
induced Messrs. Routledge to leave the reverse of 
the cover ungilded, uncoloured, and unlettered. 
Need we say that it is the better side ? 

The “inside” of the book we can praise. It 
comprises many tolerably good engravings, al- 
though one or two are very bad indeed, of famous 
pictures of the school of Spain, the works of 
Murillo, Morales, Spagnoletto, Zurbaran, and 
Velasquez. The illustrative woodcuts are, upon 
the whole, superior to the engravings. The letter- 
press contains, besides essays on the lives and 
labours of the artists we have mentioned, an account 
of Spanish painting from the death of Murillo to the 
“ present time,” ¢.e. until 1828. To this we think 
Mr. Scott might have added a few words on 
Zamacois, if not on MM. D. Fierros, Maureta, and 
Manzano. Mr. Scott has so much liking for his 
subject that he never fails to make a readable book 
out of materials which are not particularly new. 
He arranges his matter with tact, and seizes 
the salient points. His remarks being those of 
an artist, are free from that confusion of terms 
which marks many amateur Art-criticisms. Be- 
sides the great painters, our author gives us 
brief notes upon such minor painters as Coello, 
Cespedes, and El Mudo, of whose works Mr. 
Scott knows but one in this country, belonging 
to the Marquis of Lansdowne ; he has forgotten 
that there is another in Sir W. Stirling Maxwell's 
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collection, a portrait, besides a head of similar 
character in the Dulwich Gallery, which is ascribed 
to El Mudo, although it is rather rough. 

Gems of Modern German Art, also by Mr. Scott 
(Routledge & Sons), comprises carbon photo- 
oraphs, with remarks on them, and an essay on the 
schools of Germany. Ordinarily, photographs pro- 
duced by the various carbon processes are so un- 
satisfactory, that one would wish them to fade out 
of sight at once. Such, however, is not the case with 
the majority of the transcripts in this book. Mr. 
Scott’s list includes Cornelius, Overbeck, Rethel, 
Steinle, Kaulbach, and other deceased painters ; of 
Herren L. Knaus, who, by the way, is essentially 
a French painter, though born in Wiesbaden, 
Piloty, and others. The essay on German art may 
be read with pleasure and profit, for it is one of 
the happiest general sketches of a large subject 
with which we are acquainted. But it is a mere 
sketch,—an outline, which might be wisely filled 
up and finished—“ carried further,” as painters say. 
Mr. Scott says nothing about the Gothic art of 
Germany, but begins with the Little Masters, 
and merely mentions that title of a fine class of 
designers. Treating of Holbein very briefly, he 
refers to the recent dispute respecting the com- 
parative merits of the Meyer Madonnas of Darm- 
stadt and Dresden. A note on this subject, 
quoting the opinion of Mr. R. N. Wornum, one of 
the most careful of our critics, proves that Mr. 
Scott has not read the latest recorded verdict of 
his fellow-labourer on this subject: our author 
should read the tract by Mr. Wornum which has 
been recently published by the Arundel Society. 
The bulk of the essay is devoted to the recent 
practice of Art in Germany. 

The biographical matter is not rich in details, 
but it has been carefully compiled from well- 
known sources, The description and analyses of 
paintings which are given are more acceptable 
than the biographies. They are bright, clear, and 
marked by acumen, taste, and tact. The illustra- 
tions have been happily selected They comprise 
transcripts from the ‘Judith’ of A. Riedel, 
Cornelius’s magnificent ‘ Riders of the Apocalypse,’ 
Overbeck’s essentially German ‘ Massacre of the 
Innocents,’ Hildebrandt’s ‘ Murder of the Princes 
in the Tower,’ a fine and extremely dramatic 
work, Rethel’s noble pair of pictorial ‘“ Morali- 
ties,” designs which are popular in this country, 
but ought to be still better known. 

Theseus: a Greek Fairy Legend, illustrated by 
Mr. J. M. Smith (Hotten), consists of a series of de- 
signs in elaborate outlines, printed in gold and red. 
Although not devoid of pretentions to being draw- 
ings of a very high kind, these works are scarcely 
specimens of true and fine draughtsmanship. 
There is too much that is merely pretty in the 
ideas they seek to convey, and in their execution. 
The faces, as might be expected, are, to use a mild 
term, frequently unsuccessful. 

The plan of selecting from the works of a master 
in historical painting specimens of his skill and 
adding brief descriptions is a good one. Histo- 
rical Illustrations by Paul Delaroche, Twelve 
Autotypes, with a Memoir of the Artist (Seeley, 
Jackson & Halliday), is one of the best books 
of its class. We have a well-made abstract from 
M. H. Delaborde’s biography of the modern 
historical painter, par excellence, Delaroche, one 
who was more an historical painter, 276, a 
dramatic illustrator of historic themes, than an 
artist in the true and high sense of the latter 
term. Of him it might be truly said, that while 
we have had many better painters, better draughts- 
men, finer colourists, more dexterous masters of 
chiaroscuro, more learned archeologists, and more 
masterly executants, no other man is known 
who has surpassed in illustrative and dramatic 
power the designer of ‘ The Princes in the Tower, 
‘Richelieu and Cing-Mars, ‘Marie Antoinette 
going from the Tribunal,’ ‘Cromwell,’ ‘The Exe- 
cution of Lady Jane Grey,’ ‘La Mort du Duc de 
Guise,’ &c. The ‘Hemicycle’ in the Palais des 
Beaux-Arts does not belong to this category. 
Each photograph has also a text, extracted from 
a work dealing with its subject, and by a famous 





writer. Of course, a book produced in this 
fashion is a specimen of “ book-making” in its 
simplest form; but there is nothing dishonest or 
false about it.—Childhood and Youth in Holy 
Writ, Twelve Photographs (Seeley, Jackson & 
Halliday), comprises extracts from the works of 
popular authors, from Calvin and Bishop Hall 
to the late Mr. Keble, and photographs from 
pictures by Mr. Sant, Westall, H. Vernet, 
Reynolds, &c. The photographs are of unequal 
merit. The letter-press is too uniformly “ serious,” 
in the satirical sense of the word, to be highly 


acceptable. Of course, the extracts comprise 
many fine passages.—From the Nile to the 
Jordan : Monuments of the Exodus of the 


Israelites, Fourteen Autotype Views after D. 
Roberts (Seeley, Jackson & Halliday), will 
please many. The illustrations are not unworthy 
of David Roberts’s “art,” which is not saying 
much for them ; but they have the merit of being 
scenic and effective, although, like most of the 
productions of that compiler of “views,” they are 
pictorially worthless. The text which accompa- 
nies these transcripts is written with spirit, and 
deals, from a popular point of view, with the 
history of the subjects of the illustrations. 





ART FOR THE NURSERY. 

Aunt Louisa’s Holiday Guest and Aunt Louisa’s 
Bible Picture-Book (Warne & Co.) are much 
inferior to former works with similar titles. Those 
which have appeared before were over-coloured, 
yet they were not absolutely vulgar and coarse, as 
the ‘ Holiday Guest’ is. This book will probably do 
little harm, because it is so crudely coloured, and, 
with but one or two exceptions, the drawing of its 
pictures is so bad, that a child is hardly likely to 
take pleasure in looking at it. The ‘ Bible Picture- 
Book’ is not only too showy, it is amazingly unreal. 
—Fairy Tales Told Again, by the Author of 
‘Little Red Shoes,’ illustrated by M. G. Doré 
(Cassell), contains many popular nursery legends, in 
bald and crude forms, with designs by M. Doré, 
which, whatever their merits, and many of them 
possess high merit, are not new.—Little Barefoot ; 
or, Strive and Trust, by Berthold Auerbach, trans- 
lated by H. W. Dulcken, with Illustrations by B. 
Vautier (Routledge & Sons), is a capital transla- 
tion of one of the German writer’s best stories. It is 
a wholesome tale, quite different from those mis- 
chievous stories which are called “goody.” We 
can heartily recommend ‘Little Barefoot’ to 
all good children. The illustrations are nu- 
merous, and, generally speaking, excellent.-—-We 
do not know for whom the humour, such as it is, 
of Pious Jemima: a Doleful Tale (Edinburgh, 
Nimmo) is intended. It derives its “fun” from 
a recital of practical jokes of the most stupid 
kind. The “illustrations” are worthy of the tale ; 
that is to say, both are equally vulgar. 

The Pleasant History of Reynard the Fox (Low 
& Co.) is illustrated with nearly a hundred wood- 
cuts by Messrs. A. T. Elwes and J. Jellicoe. The 
text of this neatly-printed book consists of the 
long-famous story as translated by the late Mr. 
Thomas Roscoe. As there is nothing new in the 
letter-press, our task of reviewing is restricted to 
the woodcuts, which are, upon the whole, neatly ex- 
ecuted, and are by no means devoid of spirit and 
character. Some of them are very good indeed ; 
others are tame and commonplace. 





WINTER EXHIBITION OF THE INSTITUTE OF 
PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 

THE general progress our countrymen are making 
in Art is nowhere more clearly shown than in the 
minor Exhibitions. A considerable proportion of this 
winter's contributors to the Institute draw fairly 
well, paint with creditable skill, and are clever 
at getting up little pictures, which, if not ambitious, 
are often charming. Indeed, it is often an essential 
condition with such works, that they should not 
be ambitious. On the other hand, although the 
progress is general, the apparent advance ob- 
servable here is due in no small degree to the 
absence of some painters, whose popularity is 
great, while their artistic merits are inconsiderable. 





Mr. E. H. Corbould remains a member of the 
Institute, but does not contribute to this Exhibi- 
tion. Mr. J.J. Jopling has three paintings, but 
they do not compel our attention. 

Among the drawings here which are likely to be 
remembered, are some few delicious coast pictures 
by Mr. H. G. Hine. The visitor’s eyes will first rest 
on At Eastbourne (No. 55), the breaking of tumult- 
uous and warm-coloured waves, in the curving line 
of a little bay, if such it can be called, and under a 
rainy sunlight effect, so that the bluish shadow of 
each white crest runs before the rushing breaker, 
and is distinct upon the foam which covers the 
hollow of the wave. The treatment of the atmo- 
sphere here is exquisitely tender, the distance 
being a perfect study. The foreshortening of the 
beach, and the drawing of its gentle contours, are 
worthy of notice. Herring Boats, Eastbourne 
(19), boats, hailing from Newhaven, beached at 
the ‘neighbouring town, their red sails half-mast 
high, is also by Mr. Hine, a beautiful warmly- 
tinted picture, remarkable, as almost all the artist’s 
pictures are, for breadth and softness of tone and 
tint, and mastery of semi-tones. ‘At Pulborough 
(100) is by the same painter ; so is Shoreham Har- 
bour, Sussex (113), a delicate masterpiece in silvery 
grey, remarkable for air, subtle colour, and gra- 
dations of tone. Willingdon Hill, Sussex, (221) 
shows the magnificence and grandeur of that tre- 
mendous chalk down. This is rather a large sketch 
than a picture. 

Different as the subjects are, the student may, not 
without profit, turn from this picture to that by 
Mr. Harry Johnson, which hangs above it, and is 
called Dawn (220), a somewhat idealized represen- 
tation of Stonehenge—as if Stonehenge wanted 
idealizing ! Day is breaking over the slow-creeping 
mists of the plain, which yet swathe the feet of the 
monoliths—a not ill-conceived, but somewhat 
scenic effect. In spite of the considerable ad- 
vantage thus gained, the stones do not look big, 
much less grand. In short, the execution here is 
“clever.” It smells of the lamp, and, since the_sen- 
timent is demonstratively displayed, the result is 
exactly the reverse of what the painter intended. 
As the execution is genuine, and the sentiment not 
obtruded, ‘ Willingdon Hill,’ although comparatively 
a sketch of a subject without associations, is 
incomparably grander than ‘ Dawn.’ 

We may take the remaining pictures in their 
order on the walls. Near Pett, Sussex (5), by Mr. 
W. L. Thomas, a sketch of the coast, with the 
foreland of Hastings in the distance, and Beachy 
Head still more remote from the spectator, is a 
beautiful little work, rich in effect, and ex- 
pressive enough to be enjoyable—Mr. J. Fahey 
has two capital drawings in No. 16, Hamp- 
shire Cottage, and Hurstmonceaux Castle,—Mr. E. 
H. Fahey’s Study of a Head (22) shows that face- 
painting and drawing have not been so satisfactorily 
cultivated by him as the art of dealing admirably 
with old houses, wintry trees, and luminous skies. 
Being defective in modelling, this life-size study of 
a woman’s head and shoulders, which, however, 
is one of the most difficult subjects a student could 
essay, is flat; the drawing, not less than the 
modelling of the throat, is questionable; the 
shadows look greenish or blackish. A Sketch from 
Nature, Dorchester (81), a cottage garden and door, 
is also blackish in its shadows, and rather opaque 
in painting, but otherwise it is an artistic little 
preture. Several drawings here by the same gen- 
tleman will not fail to interest the visitor. 

Ginevra (39), by Mr. J. Absolon, shows a strap- 
ping female, of questionable anatomical construc- 
tion and indifferent looks, about to endeavour to 
get into a coffer which seems hopelessly too small 
for her.—Scotch Firs—Poole Harbour (42), by Mr. 
J. Fahey, is a little crude in colour, but not badly 
painted, and effective——Viola (46), seated in a 
page’s dress, by Mr. G. G Kilburne, is pretty, and 
tasteful in painting and conception ; the nose is 
slightly out of drawing.—Sketch (45), of gigantic 
beeches, by Mr. W. Small, is capital, notwith- 
standing that it looks as if it had been painted on 
or after a photograph.— Leominster Church, Sussex 
(75), by Mr. J. Orrock, a church, with trees,

standing on a marsh near a river, is rather 
chalky, but, on the other hand, has many 
commendable qualities. Notice the dexterous 
draughtsmanship of the rushes and broad-leaved 
weeds on the banks of the stream.— Arundel Castle, 
from the Park (84), by Mr. J. Collier, an expan- 
sive view, is cleverly and agreeably painted.—Chee- 
Tor, Derbyshire (174), by Mr. E. Hargitt, a gorge 
of the river, with its white bluffs and darkening 
waters, just before sunset, is painter-like. It is 
treated with breadth, and the whole is a true study. 
—Interior—Knole (197), by Mr. D. H. M‘Kewan, 
although slight in handling, as a sketch may 
fairly be, is highly picturesque. Like other studies 
here by the same painter, it is a picture in itself, 
not a series of sketches of old furniture in an old 
room, without keeping, chiaroscuro, or general 
colour. See No. 236, A Reverie, Hardwick Hall.— 
Study of a Dutch Interior (204), by Mr. H. Carter, 
a girl standing at a kitchen table and pouring coffee 
into a cup, is broad in effect, soberly but clearly 
lighted, soft and fairly painted.—Mr. J. D. Linton’s 
unnamed picture (230) has probably no subject. 
It represents the front of a cottage, a man seated 
on a window-sill, a woman and a girl walking 
away. We have to look at the treatment only of 
this work, and confess not a little disappointment. 
There is a disagreeable greenishness over the whole ; 
and the picture lacks solidity to a degree unusual 
with Mr. Linton. The drawing of the man’s figure, at 
least, is not quite worthy of so highly-accomplished 
an artist. The want of solidity injures the keeping 
of the picture, which, nevertheless, exhibits much 
excellent and highly characteristic colouring. It 
would be difficult to state what sort of light is in- 
tended in this representation. If it be meant to be 
a conventional light, then should not the faces have 
been conventionalized ?—Mr. Kilburne’s Resting 
(267), a young lady seated on a felled tree in a park, 
is a little portrait-like ; but not without agreeable 
characterization, it is, as the artist’s pictures 
are apt to be, rather chalky, or, more strictly 
speaking, for it is not opaque, whitish and chilly 
in colour. Its execution is so sound and complete, 
without the appearance of labour, that much 
Tichness of surface, truth of light and shade and 
modelling, are secured, to the spectator’s great 
satisfaction Near the Railway, Salop (283), by 
Mr. C. Green, a Midland English landscape, with 
abundant trees, rich meadows, and an expansive 
vista towards distant hills, has the force of nature 
in its colour, together with a great deal of beauty, 
and strength of effect. 








Fine-Art Gossip. 


THE anniversary of the foundation of the Royal 
Academy was observed on Tuesday last ; the medals 
were distributed to the successful competitors 
among the students. This is not a “ gold-medal 
year,” and the customary elections, involving the 
re-election of Sir F. Grant as President of the 
Academy, took place. 


Tue forthcoming Winter Exhibition of the 
Royal Academy will comprise a considerable num- 
ber of English water-colour drawings, the works of 
many, we believe most, of the able deceased 
members of our school, a large proportion of which, 
although important works, have never been exhi- 
dbited. Many more have not been publicly seen 
since they were ineluded in exhibitions of many 
years ago. 


Tue additional story to Burlington House, 
erected by the Royal Academy to contain three 
galleries for the use of the institution, and intended 
to accommodate the library, Mr. Gibson’s sculp- 
tures, &c., has been completed. We described 
the designs and plan for this addition some time 
ago. Mr. Sydney Smirke is the architect. 

THE candidates who have offered themselves for 
election to the Slade Professorship of Fine Art at 
Cambridge, are Mr. F. Madox-Brown and Mr. S. 
Colvin, Fellow of Trinity College. We believe 
that Mr. Woolner, who was spoken of on a former 
occasion as a candidate for this professorship, 
does not intend to come forward. 





Mr. Hoox has in hand several pictures which 
may appear at the next Royal Academy Exhibition. 
The most important of these represents a subject 
not unlike the famous ‘ Coast Boy Gathering Eggs’ 
(1858). The scene ison the coast of Shetland, and 
on the edge of a cliff, from which we look down on 
the sea, with a dark, detached, slate rock on our 
right, and the turbulent waters at the foot of the 
cliff, with a high horizon. Three figures supply 
incidents to the design. One of them, a boy, who 
is armed with a knife fixed at the end of a long 
stick, is defending himself against one of the 
gigantic birds of the district, which, swooping 
in the air, is endeavouring to prevent a boy 
and girl from taking eggs from a nest on the 
rocks, The second boy is sustained by the 
girl as he leans over the precipice. A 
second picture is a fresh English landscape, 
comprising a reach in a river in Sussex; the water, 
placid and brilliant, es between its curving banks 
and, with its brightness, leads the spectator’s eyes 
to the distance of a beautiful country. On the 
river is a party of fishermen employing cormorants 
for their sport. A ring, placed about the neck of 
one of these birds, is used in order to prevent it 
from swallowing the spoil it may take from the 
water. third painting represents Kelp 
Gatherers in Shetland, the scene of Mr. Hook’s 
recent studies. Three girls stand on the sea-shore, 
and are engaged in collecting and burning vraick ; 
the smoke of the fire blows athwart their figures. 
In the distance is the sea. A fourth work gives a 
view of a river near Aberdeen. 


Mr. Mittais is painting several pictures, in- 
cluding portraits, as follows :—A portrait of Mrs. 
Heugh, a lady whose husband contributed libe- 
rally to the last Exhibition of Old Masters’ pic- 
tures at the Royal Academy ; a portrait of Mrs. 
Bishoffstein ; a portrait of the artist’s youngest 
daughter ; a portrait of Dr. Sterndale Bennett, in 
the gown of a Doctor of Music ; a Sunday-School 
Teacher ; a single figure, representing Alice Lisle. 


Mr. Exmore has in hand an important picture, 
the subject of which is Adam and Eve after the 
Expulsion, with Cain characteristically engaged. 


Tue authorities of the British Museum are 
busily putting before the public the antiquities 
in the national collection which were found in 
Cyprus, and illustrate the art and literature of 
that island. Of course the attention which has 
been recently excited by the collection of General 
di Cesnola has been the cause of this activity. 
In the hall, near the Assyrian bulls, will be found 
already a half-figure, of nearly heroic size, in stone 
similar to the stone of the statues which are on 
their way to New York, but in execution much 
more refined or elaborate. This represents a priest 
or king with a peculiar head-dress. The realism 
which seems to characterize the later examples of 
Cypriote carving is clearly seen on the features and 
expression. They are in this statue almost portrait- 
like; the beard is in detached curls, the eye- 
brows are indicated, and there is a smile on the 
face. Near the statue a case is being constructed 
to contain minor or smaller relics. Upstairs also 
the terra-cotta statuettes and other objects of 
Cypriote origin, some of which are extremely inter- 
esting, may be seen to advantage. Likewise speci- 
mens of glass, bought some time since from General 
di Cesnola, and not included in the collection of 
antiquities from Golgos, which formed the subject 
of recent negotiations. 


Tue Art-Department has found an excellent 
successor to the late Mr. Lane, A.R.A., as Instruc- 
for in Etching to the classes attached to the schools 
at South Kensington, in Mr. T. O. Barlow. 

Mr. T. O. Bartow has in hand an engraving 
from Mr. Millais’s fine portrait of Sir James Paget. 
The same engraver has made progress with Phillip’s 
‘La Gloria,’ 

WE hear that Mr. J. Thomson, who some years 
ago published a series of photographic pictures of 
the ruined towns and temples in Camboja, has 
lately returned from a journey which extended 
over eleven of the provinces of China and the 





Island of Formosa. We are told that Mr. Thom. 
son proposes to publish a subscription volume of 
the photographs which he has brought home with 
him from the heart of the Celestial Empire, ang 
that the series will illustrate the races and manners 
as well as the scenery of China. 

A RECENT Report of the Improvement Committee 
of the Court of Common Council to that Court 
contains a paragraph stating that “it may be con. 
sidered by some that the parish of St. Andrew 
Holborn, had been injured by the church being 
dwarfed by the Viaduct.” About this there can- 
not be two opinions. “ But, with respect to St, 
Sepulchre’s, the Committee hold that there can be 
no question that it is vastly improved, the Corpo- 
ration having sold the parish, for 4,200/., land 
enough to enable the new Snow Hill to be set 
back on purpose to display the architectural beau- 
ties of the church tower, which has hitherto been 
hidden.” We rejoice to learn that this tower, one 
of the best in London, is to be properly seen. But 
we do not think that it is always desirable to pull 
down buildings surrounding churches and other 
public edifices in order to display that which was 
probably not designed to be displayed. By the 
way, the “bill” for the Holborn Viaduct contains 
two items of cost, comparison of which may serve 
to astonish, if not warn the reader :—1. The con- 
tract for constructing the Viaduct, new roads and 
streets, new gas and water mains, statuary, &c., 
335,166]. 2. Expenses, chiefly legal and profes- 
sional services, 177,010/. The acquiring of the 
ground, premises, goodwills, &c., absorbed 
1,826,331. 

Ir is understood that the pictures of George 
Mason, which the Burlington Club are about to 
gather and show in their gallery, will not be on 
view until January. Meanwhile, some noteworthy 
paintings by Miiller are in the club-rooms. 

On the death of his widow, the Liverpool Town 
Museum have acquired, in pursuance of the will of 
the late Mr. John Mather, an interesting series of 
miniature portraits of the Napoleon family and 
the first Emperor’s marshals. These works were 
formerly in possession of Napoleon III. 

Tue obituary of last week records the death, on 
the 7th instant, at the age of fifty-two years, of 
Mr. Alfred Rankley, the painter of a considerable 
number of popular pictures, distinguished by 
unusual healthiness of thought and honesty of ex- 
ecution. Mr. Rankley was well known as a con- 
tributor to the Royal Academy Exhibitions. 
‘The Pharisee and the Publican’ appeared in 
1856, and was well received. He had, however, 
been before the public at a much earlier date. A 
scene from ‘Macbeth’ was shown in 1841; 
and ‘Othello’ lamenting over the corpse of 
Desdemona, in 1844; ‘Then came the Day 
of Shame,’ an illustration of Crabbe, in 1845; 
‘Paul and Virginia,” in 1846; ‘The Village 
Church,’ in 1847—a picture which was engraved, 
and was well received ; ‘The Ruined Spendthrift, 
in 1848; ‘Innocence and Guilt, in 1849; ‘The 
Sunday School’ and ‘Contentment,’ in 1850; 
‘Eugene Aram,’ in 1852; ‘Dr. Watts visiting 
some of his Little Friends,” in 1853; ‘Home 
revisited,’ in 1854 ; ‘The Village School’ and ‘From 
the Cradle to the Grave,’ in 1855; ‘The lonely 
Hearth’ and ‘ The Dame’s Absence, in 1856. The 
best picture was ‘Fetching the Doctor,’ a scene in 
a gipsy encampment. The titles of these works 
show that they were rather sentimental, but they 
were not wholly so. Besides, Mr. Rankley was 
not content to paint pictures in the manner 
which was easiest to himself, but strove to do s 
best, and, in one or two instances, met with de- 
served success. ‘The Return of the Prodigal, 
1858, ‘A Sower went forth to Sow,’ 1863, were 
proofs of this. The last picture he exhibited was 
‘ Follow my Leader,’ 1867. 

Mr. Wootyer has a commission to execute for 
Bombay, a marble statue of the illustrious Parsee, 
Sir Cowasjee Jehangeer Readimony. 

Tne municipality of Certaldo, the place of Boc 
caccio’s birth, have elected a Committee to take the 
necessary steps for the erection of a monument to 
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Boccaccio in Certaldo in 1875, on the occasion of 
the fifth centenary of the great Italian author. 
The Rivista Europea states that the thanks of the 
municipality of Certaldo have been formally con- 
veyed to Signora Carlotta Medici Lenzoni, to whose 
care is due the preservation of the house in which 
Boccaccio lived and died.

ROSSINI'S ‘CONTE ORY,’ 


Tue origin of the last work but one composed 
by Rossini is not a little curious. After his 
secession from the Théatre Italien, in Paris, he went 
over to the Grand Opéra, where he terminated his 
operatic career with the production of his master- 
piece, ‘Guillaume Tell.’ On the 19th of June, 
1825, he produced a one-act opera, in three parts, 
called ‘Il Viaggio a Reims, ossia Albergo del 
Giglio d’Oro.’ This was his final work for the 
Théatre Italien, and was written to celebrate the 
coronation of Charles the Tenth at Rheims. 
Signor Balocchi wrote the libretto, The cast 
included Madame Pasta, Madame Mombelli, 
Madame Cinti-Damoreau, Signori Donzelli (who 
is still living at Bologna), Bordogni, Zuchelli, &c. 
Charles the Tenth presented Rossini with a 
service of Sevres china for this homage to France. 
In the ‘ Viaggio’ was a ballet in which some 
variations for two clarionets were much admired, 
and the then national air of ‘Vive Henri Quatre’ 
was, of course, turned to account by the composer. 
In 1848, Signor Ronconi, at that time Director 
of the Paris Italian Opera-house, arranged the 
Royalist opera, ‘Il Viaggio,’ to do honour to the 
new Republic, changing the title to ‘Andiamo a 
Parigi.’ In the ‘Viaggio’ the Battle of the 
Trocadero (Spain) is glorified : this incident was 
transformed into a song to celebrate the taking of 
the guard-house at the Palais Royal. The music 
in the ‘ Viaggio’ underwent another variation, as 
most of the numbers were used by Rossini in 
his ‘Conte Ory,’ produced at the Académie Royale 
de Musique, August 20th, 1828. The libretto was 
written by MM. Scribe and Poirson, who took 
their story from a vaudeville of the Gymnase, based 
onan old French ballad, the motif of which, was by 
Rossini, interpolated in ‘Comte Ory. The cast com- 
prised Madame Cinti-Damoreau as the Countess ; 
Malle. Jawureck, the Page, Isolier ; Madame Mori, 
Ragonde; Nourrit, Count Ory; Levasseur, the 
Preceptor ; and Dabadie, Raimbaut! The opera 
had great success, and is, still maintained in the 
répertoire of the Grand Opera-house. In 1839 
Signor Mario made his début there as Comte Ory, 
but soon went over to the Théatre Italien. It is 
surprising that he did not undertake the part 
when the work was brought out at the Covent 
Garden Italian Opera-house, and made no perma- 
nent impression, owing to the utter inefficiency 
of Signor Lucchesi (the Count), Zelger (the Pre- 
ceptor), and Mdlle. Marai (the Page). True, there 
was the charming singing of the late Madame Boso 
as the Countess, and of the late Madame Didiée 
as Ragonda, but the two great acting parts are the 
Count and the Page. 

The management of the Winter Season Italian 
Opera Company inaugurated their undertaking 
last Tuesday night in St. George’s Hall, by pre- 
senting ‘Il Conte Ory,’ with very limited resources 
as regards band and chorus, upon which so much 
depends for the effects, as the orchestration is cha- 





racterized by finesse and point, and the choral 
numbers are replete with brilliancy and vivacity. 
The St. George’s Hall principals are Malle. Risa- 
relli (the Countess), Mdlle. Bundsen (Ragonda), 
Madame Danieli _ Page), Signor Danieli (the 
Count), Signor Fallar (the Preceptor), and Signor 
Monari Rocca (Raimbaldo). Madame Maria Vita 
Danieli’s Page was the best thing in this perform- 
ance: she has a good mezzo-soprano voice, and 
sings neatly and nicely. Signor Danieli, the tenor, 
has a veiled and vibratory organ, but phrases well 
periodically. Mdlle. Risarelli’s intonation is im- 
perfect ; her soprano upper notes are harsh, and 
her execution is oiiiek, On the whole, the 
ensemble was mediocre, and had a provincial air, 
owing to its roughness and coarseness. It was 
destitute of the finish and requirement exacted by 
Rossini’s exquisite imagery. 





CONCERTS. 

Tue British Orchestral Society has acted sen- 
sibly in reducing the length of an evening’s pro- 
gramme. Their opening concert, on the 5th, 
was confined to one symphony, Beethoven’s 
in c minor, No. 5 ; two overtures, Mendelssohn’s 
‘Ruy Blas’ and Weber’s ‘Oberon’; and one 
pianoforte concerto, Sir W. 8S. Bennett’s, in F 
minor, No. 4, with Madame Arabella Goddard as 
pianist. There were three vocal pieces to relieve 
the instrumental selection, namely, Handel's 
“Sweet bird” (‘L’Allegro’), Mr. Radcliffe, flute 
obbligato, sung by Madame Lemmens; Sir J. 
Benedict’s air for the bass from the ‘Gipsy’s 
Warning,’ given by Mr. Lewis Thomas ; and the 
duet from Spohr’s ‘Faust,’ “Dearest, let thy 
footsteps,” assigned to the above-mentioned 
singers. Mr. George Mount, the double-bass 
player, is the conductor of a band numbering 
fifty-two stringed (fourteen first violins, twelve 
second violins, eight violas, nine violoncellos, and 
nine double-basses), with the ordinary complement 
of wood, brass, and percussion. Every item of 
the scheme is so familiar, that it is only necessary 
to state that precision and vigour were the 
characteristics of the ensemble; but high finish and 
refinement, combined with vivid colouring, are not 
as yet the attributes of the English orchestra: 
these qualities may follow in due course. We 
are glad to have instrumental concerts between 
December and March in the metropolis, and the 
Society, of whom composed and by whom directed 
has not transpired, may prove a success, if it get 
rid of sectarian spirit and professional jealousy. 

The two novelties introduced at the Monday 
Popular Concerts, on the 9th, a quartet by Haydn, 
Op. 17, No. 4, in c minor, and an Andante and 
Presto Agitato for Pianoforte, artistically executed 
by Herr Pauer and encored, must be welcomed as 
agreeable additions to a rich répertoire. Madame 
Norman-Néruda secured the suffrages of her 
auditory by her finished playing of an old-fashioned 
Sonata in D minor, by the German composer 
Rust, written in 1795. Mr. W. Castle was the 
vocalist, and sang airs by Mendelssohn, Schubert, 
and Schumann. Mr. Sims Reeves sang at the 
Saturday Concert on the 7th inst.; Mr. Franklin 
Taylor, a very able artist, being the pianist, and 
Herr Straus the first violin. 

At the third of the Musical Evenings, on the 
11th, under the direction of Mr. Henry Holmes, 
the string quartets were, Beethoven in E minor, 
No. 8, and Haydn in B flat, No. 1, Op. 33, and a 
Pianoforte and String Quartet in G minor, by 
Mozart. 

Another classical concert took place this week 
south of the Thames, at the Brixton Monthly 
Popular Concerts, a fact hard to reconcile with the 
continental theory that this is a thoroughly un- 
musical country ; and we had Herr Raff, the most 
prolific and the driest of modern German com- 
posers, in a Pianoforte and String Trio in G major, 
Op. 112, in juxtaposition with Mendelssohn’s 
c minor Trio, for pianoforte, violin, and violon- 
cello. Both trios had practised players to interpret 
them, Mr. Ridley Prentice, Mr. Henry Holmes, 
and Signor Pezze. Miss Ellen Horne and Miss 
Beryl were the vocalists. 





Rarely has there been a more interesting con- 
cert than that of the 7th, at the Crystal Palace. 
A Symphony in E flat, by Mozart, was introduced 
for the first time, being the thirty-fourth out of his 
forty-nine orchestral works, The date is supposed 
to be 1773. We wish we could find space to re- 
produce here the highly-interesting peculiarities 
of the production, which were pointed out with 
acumen by the Sydenham analyst; but the sym- 
phony is Mozartian to the backbone, and that 
statement must suffice for the present. The second 
novelty was the capital performance, by Miss 
Zimmermann, of Beethoven’s Pianoforte Concerto 
in D, arranged by the composer in a moment of 
caprice or of impulse that he might play it him- 
self, of the world-renowned violin concerto, the 
only one written for that instrument by the Bonn 
musician. To allege that the concerto gains b 
the transposition, would be absurd; the wor 
palpably loses, especially in the lovely slow move- 
ment; but the concerto is not the less curious, and 
it ought not to be shelved. The third attraction 
was an Intermezzo by M. Duvivier, from an opera 
called ‘Deborah,’ produced at the Lyrique, in 
Paris, the libretto based on Sir Walter Scott’s 
‘Highland Widow.’ The Atheneum was the first 
to invite attention to this young composer's works. 
Last season we referred to an excerpt from the 
same opera performed at the Royal Albert Hall, 
and our desire to hear more of the music of this 
musician, who, although he bears a French name, 
was born in Liverpool, is greater than ever. There 
is something about his vocal and orchestral com- 
positions which provokes us to speculate whether 
there is not a composer of more than ordinary 
“aap in the background. Aiming at originality, 

e may be eccentric, but the intention is such as 
ought to meet with encouragement rather than dis- 
couragement. Mr. Macfarren’s graphic ‘Chevy 
Chase’ overture, so much and justly admired by 
Mendelssohn, opened the programme. In the 
vocal selections, a ballad, ‘La Baccante,’ by Signor 
Fiori, and a song by M. Gounod, ‘ Biondina,’ the 
former assigned to Madame Sinico, and the latter 
to Signor Garcia, nephew of Malibran and Viardot, 
must be cited as having some specially good quali- 
ties. 








Musical Gossip. 


THERE has been a Musical Festival at Dundee» 
on the 3rd, 4th, and 6th inst., conducted by Mr 
Nagel, with the aid of Mr. De Jong’s Manchester 
band of fifty players, and the local Amateur Choral 
Union. The ‘Elijah’ was performed, besides 
much sound music in the miscellaneous selections. 
Tke vocalists were Madame Florence Lancia, Miss 
Cafferata, Miss Enriquez, Messrs. E. Lloyd, May- 
brick, and Santley; with M. Sainton, violinist, and 
Mr. L. Sloper, pianist. 


WE must really advise the admirers of Herr 
Wagner not to be so resolute in denying facts. 
Whether the composer’s system be true or false, 
time has to determine, but it is as absurd to deny 
a failure as it would be not to acknowledge a 
success when it has really taken place. At 
Bologna ‘Tannhiauser’ was a fiasco; why deny it 
more than the same result that attended its pro- 
duction in Paris? We do not believe in conspiracies 
and intrigues to ruin Herr Wagner’s fame in Italy. 
His ‘ Lohengrin’ was a success both in Bologna and 
Florence, as we recorded in these columns; but we 
must draw the line between musical history and 
musical criticism. We are not Wagnerites quand 
méme, nor are we anti-Wagnerites, as can easily 
be seen by a reference to our notices of his ‘ Flying 
Dutchman,’ or to what we wrote more than twenty 
years ago about Tannhiuser; but in recording 
events we are bound to do so without reference 
to opinion. Herr Wagner, as a living composer 
affecting to revolutionize the lyric drama, must 
be content to go through the same ordeal as 
Beethoven did with his symphonies and his latter 
productions. We see as yet no signs of martyrdom ; 
Herr Wagner's operas are in the répertoire of all 
the leading theatres in Germany, and, provided 
that they are based on true principles, he has 
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he has only to wait patiently till they penetrate 
into other countries. We hope to hear both his 
‘Lohengrin’ and ‘Tannhiuser’ in London. 
“MENDELSSOHN is completely in the ascendant 
as regards oratorio in London. Last Saturday we 
had ‘St. Paul’ in the Crystal Palace ; last night 
the work was given by the Sacred Harmonic 
Society in Exeter Hall, conducted by Sir Michael 
Costa, of which performance more next week ; and 
this evening (Saturday) ‘ Elijah’ will be performed 
at the Royal Albert Hall, where ‘ Athalie’ and 
the ‘Lobgesang’ formed the programme of Mr. 
Carter’s concert last Thursday. 

TuHE distinction between being a good orchestral 
writer and a melodious vocal one, has been exem- 
plified in Paris, by the attempt of M. Massenet to 
set ‘Don César de Bazan’ to the libretto of MM. 
Dennery, Dumanoir, and Chartepie, based on Victor 
Hugo’s play. It seems that Vincent Wallace’s 
§ Maritana’ is well known in Paris, and its charm- 
ing melodies have influenced critical opinion as 
regards M. Massenet’s music. The instrumenta- 
tion is admired, but there is a lack of tune. It is 
admitted, however, that the cast at the Opéra 
Comique in Paris was inefficient as regards the 
male characters, and Mdlle. Priola and Madame 
Goth-Marié had not melody sufficient to redeem 
the laboured vocal numbers. 

M. Cuarves Lecoce, whose ‘Cent Vierges’ 
has gone the round of musical Europe, save Eng- 
land, has had another decided success in Brussels 
with his comic opera, ‘ La Fille de Madame Angot, 
produced at the Fantaisies-Parisiennes. It is not 
an opera buffa, but a genuine musical comedy, 
treating of a story of the Halle and the Marché des 
Innocents in Paris, at the period of the Republican 
Directory. Mdlle. Lange, the famed actress, is 
introduced in the drama. M. Lecocq’s music is 
pronounced to be most piquant and exhilarating. 

MapameE Nizsson-Rovzeavp has found a for- 
midable rival at the Grand Opéra in Paris in Mdlle. 
Fides-Devries, who has achieved a decided success 
as Ophelia in the ‘Hamlet’ of M. Ambroise 
Thomas. 

Tue Conservatoire Concerts were commenced in 
Paris last Sunday. 

Tue French Government has granted a pension 
to the celebrated actor and singer, M. Coudere, of 
the Opéra Comique, who is: now in a private mad- 
house. Who can forget this great artist in the 
Domino Noir’ of Auber, and a host of operas, at 
the Salle Favart, played during nearly forty years ? 

Tue Neapolitan papers record the curious fact 
that the local authorities have granted permission 
to Madame Thalberg to preserve the embalmed 
body of her famed husband in a glass case, above 

und, at the villa of her father, the celebrated 

blache, where she resides. 

Ir seems that as Madame Hans von Bulow, the 
daughter of the Abbé Liszt, has renounced the 
Roman Catholic faith for the Lutheran religion, 
all legal obstacles to her marriage with Herr 
Wagner, who is also Lutheran, have been removed, 
and the ceremonial has taken place, in presence of 
the father-in-law, the Abbé, who perhaps got a 
dispensation from his friend the Pope to enable 
him to be present. 

Lerrers from Milan describe the contention 
going on between the Directors of the Scala and 
the Barcelona Opera-house, respecting Signor 
Aramburo, the new tenor, who created such a sen- 
sation at the new Verme theatre lately. The 
Scala Impresario offers to pay the Spanish 
manager any damages to give up the singer ; but 
the latter has not given way, and insists on Signor 
Aramburo fulfilling his contract.

GLOBE THEATRE. 

One of the most conspicuous of recent successes 
at the Théditre Francais has been the ‘ Marcel’ of 
MM. Sandeau and Decourcelle. 
which a notice has appeared in the Atheneum, 


has been prepared for the English stage by Mr. 
Clement Scott, and produced at the Globe Theatre. 
The task of translation has been conscientiously 
accomplished, and the only fault that can be 
attributed to the adapter is a rather too close 
adherence to the original in such matters, for 
instance, as shooting at swallows, an eminently 
un-English sport. Upon his version Mr. Scott has 
bestowed the title of ‘Tears, Idle Tears,’ and he 
has, so to speak, enshrined the incidents of the 
play in Mr. Tennyson’s delightful lyric. The plot 
in its English dress retains its pathetic character, 
and exercises a strong influence over the audience. 
Mr. Montague plays the part of Marcel, now 
re-christened Wilfred Cumberledge. This charac- 
ter, the central figure of the play, is wholly outside 
the line Mr. Montague has previously adopted. 
Wilfred is a father who has accidentally shot his 
son, and has since gone out of his mind. A 
scheme for his recovery is planned and executed 
by his wife and his mostintimate friends. During 
a dark night he is brought home. Everything is 
arranged as at the time of the accident four years 
ago. Books, toys, papers are strewed about, and 
a brother, born after the accident, is dressed in 
clothes that belonged to the dead child. Upon 
waking from sleep, accordingly, the suffering 
man is persuaded that all is a nightmare, a 
dream, and that his self-reproaches are unfounded. 
This delusion is ultimately dispelled, but ere it 
vanishes it has effected the requisite cure, In this 
part Mr. Montague showed a power with which 
we have not previously credited him. He was 
angular, however, in attitude, and spasmodic, and 
will probably give a more even and sustained 
representation when he has got more familiar with 
the part. The representation of madness, and 
especially the frightened look of the eyes, was 
good, but the representation would have been 
better had the treatment been a little more con- 
ventional. Miss Rose Massey was Mrs. Cumber- 
ledge, Mr. Flockton, a doctor, and Mr. C. Neville 
a friend of the sufferer, who is largely responsible 
for his cure. The piece was received with great 
favour. 





THEATRE DE L’ODEON. 

‘Le Tricorne Encuant&’ of Théophile Gautier 
has been revived at the Odéon. This piece, one 
of the few trifles the well-known poet and critic 
contributed to the stage, is a sketch in the style of 
Moliére. Géronte, old, miserly, and amorous, seeks 
to keep for himself his ward Inez, whom his scape- 
grace nephew, Valére, also pursues. Frontin and 
Marinette, direct descendants of Scapin and Dorine, 
aid the young couple, and the uncle is laughed 
at and befooled. His defeat is brought about by 
means of a three-cornered cap, imposed upon him 
as the Cap of Fortunatus, which confers the gift of 
invisibility. One character in this piece is new. 
This is Champagne, a booby valet of Géronte, who 
has lodged his savings with his master, and so 
cannot quit him, however ill he is treated. The 
name Champagne is given on account of the pro- 
verbial stupidity of the inhabitants of that favoured 
district, concerning whom it is said, “‘ Ninety-nine 
sheep and a Champénois count for a hundred 
beasts.” In the latest representation, M. Porel 
played Frontin; M. Roger cadet, Champagne; 
M. Martin, Géronte; Mdlle. J. Bernhardt, Inez; 
and Madame Colas, Marinette. 

A new comedy, by M. Paul Ferrier, with the 
title ‘Gilbert, has also been given. It contains 
two interesting characters, and is tolerably fresh 
in conception. The interest, however, which is 
never strong, is wasted on episodical scenes, and 
the termination is flat. Gilbert is a country gen- 
tleman, who, wholly occupied with field sports, 
pays but little attention to Madame Pontalier, the 
charming woman his mother has secured him for a 
wife. Love, however, in the end asserts itself, 
and Gilbert finds himself a slave of the fair widow 
just at the moment when he learns that his father’s 
extravagance has rendered him penniless. He 
refuses to accept wealth from the woman he loves,

An arrangement 
is accordingly made between the two families 
and the money is fairly divided. The piece is well 
played, by MM. Berton and Laute, and Malle 
Baretta.

Drury Lane will, of 
course, head the list. At the Princess’s, now under 
the same management as Drury Lane, it will form 
the principal entertainment. At the Gaiety, Mr, 
Reece’s burlesque of ‘ Ali Baba’ will be revived, 
and will be given at the morning performances, 
with the addition of a comic harlequinade. As the 
Olympic Theatre will open on Monday, and the 
Royalty to-night, there will be performances on 
Boxing-night at every theatre in Western London, 
Among pieces of serious interest, to be immediately 
produced, are Mr. Richards’s drama of ‘ Cromwell, 
at the Queen’s ; Mr. Crawford Wilson’s ‘ Lost and 
Found, at the Holborn; and a version of the 
‘Chimes’ of Charles Dickens, called ‘ Trotty Veck, 
in which Mr. Toole will appear at the Gaiety, 
Report speaks of yet another drama on the subject 
of Cromwell as in preparation. 

‘Henry THE Firrs,’ which we announced some 
time since as about to be produced at the Prince's 
Theatre, Manchester, has been performed there 
seventy-fuur times without interruption, its final 
representation taking place on Saturday last. 

In Brussels the performances have been, at the 
Théatre Royal des Galeries St. Hubert, for the 
last appearances of M. Ravel and Madame Des- 
champs, ‘Le Monde ow |’on s’amuse,’ in one act ; 
‘ Le Caporal et la Payse,’ in one act ; ‘Un Maitre 
au Service,’ and ‘ Le Petit-Fils,’ both one-act pieces, 
At the Théatre Royal du Pare, ‘Jobin et Nanette, 
in one act; and the new piece, ‘ Le Centenaire,’ in 
five acts. The opéra-bouffe, in three acts, ‘ Les 
Cents Vierges,’ is having a successful run at the 
Théatre des Fantaisies Parisiennes ; and at the 
Alhambra National, M. Hervé’s ‘ Le Petit Faust’ 
is the attraction. 

Great complaints have been heard of late 
against the café concerts of Paris, and a circular 
warning the proprietors against the excesses too 
frequently permitted has been issued. It is ex- 
pected that their suppression will shortly be 
decreed. 

Mapame Marie Laurent is engaged at the 
Odéon, to play in the tragedy of M. Leconte de 
Lisle, ‘Les Erinnyés, and one or two important 
roles from the classic répertoire. 

M. Sarpov has read a new comedy at the 
Vaudeville, in which Madame Fargueil will play 
the principal part. It is a study of American 
manners, and is expected to be produced on the 
13th of January. 

Tue death of M. Michel Delaporte, a well-known 
vaudevilliste, is announced. Born in 1802, M. De- 
laporte commenced life as a painter. From this 
profession he was driven by failing sight. In the 
end he became completely blind. Alone, or in 
collaboration, he wrote many pieces, the best 
known of which are ‘Le Parisien, produced in 
1838, ‘La Nouvelle Heéloise,’ ‘La Femme de 
Ménage,’ ‘ Méphistophéles,’ ‘Masque de Velours, 
and ‘La Bande Noire.’
